and Lieut. Harding Is 
Promoted. 


- Chief of Police Collinge has finally exploded 
thé long threatened bomb in the police de- 
partment. It had a@ long fuse, but the fire 
at last got to the explosive. It all happened 
late last night. 

Most prominent among the “ dead and 
wounded’ is Inspector Nicholas Hunt of 
the Hyde Park district. He is summarily 
removed front the force. He, however, will 
get his pension. . 

Next comes Inspector Patrick J. Lavin of 
the Chicago avenue station. The chief could 
not discharge him because he Is a civil serv- 
ice appointee. So he suspended him with a 
promise of filing charges which~he expects 
will cause his removal by the commission: 

The detective gph es was reorganized 
with Capt. P. D. O'Brien at its head, and 
hereafter Lieut. “ Andy ’’ Rohan will have to 
take orders from him. Lieut. Hartford is 
lifted out-of that easy befth and sent to 
Lake street. 


Inspectorship for Kelly, 
Capt. Peter M. Kelly, who stands at the 
head of the eligible list, is promoted to an 
inspectorshtp and sent to take the place of 
* Nick" Hunt in Hyde Park. 
Lieut. Patrick J. Harding, of the Lake 
street station, is promoted to the rank of 
captain and assigned to duty at the Attrill 
street district. 
Lieut. James O. D. Storen of the Lawndale 


and assigned to duty at the stockyards dis- 
trict. 
Then there fs a long list of transfers of 
officers. The most noticeable are the changes 
made in the Hyde Park station which Inspec- 
tor Hunt so long has had in his charge. An- 
son Backus, the captain in command. has 
been sent"to South Chicago, and Lieut. Egan 
to Brighton Park. The Hydé Park station. 
in other words, is practically cleaned out. 


“For Good of Service’—Collins. 
“For the good of the service,’ is all that 
Chief Collins would sey about the order, and 
he refused to discuss in detail the suspension 
of Lavin. In fact, he shut himself away from 
questioners. The mayor had gone out of 
towb early in the evening, but previous to 
going had indorsed, in general, the changes 
that were to be made. 

The chief worked at his office from late in 
the afternoon until after 9 o’clock with Secre- 
tary Markham and two stenographers. After 
he had finished the order the chief hurried 
from the city hall and’ was driven to his 
homein Rogers Park. Messengers then were 
summoned from every ‘station in the city 
and the order reached the different districts 
less than an hour afterward. It went into 
effect at once. 

A general order within a few days, trans- 
ferring detective sergeants to and from the 
detective bureau, is looked for. 


Collins Removes Enemies. 

The discharge of Inspector Hunt and the 
intended discharge of Inspector Lavin are 
actions taken for the purpose of getting 
Chief Collins’ personal enemies in the de- 
partment out of the way. The chief has 
claimed for a long time they were working 
against him and underthining the discipliné 
of the department. Hunt he could retire 
offhand, but Lavin is a civil service ap- 
pointee and charges had to be filed against 
him, 

During last January there were published 
in a local newepaper charges that Chief Col- 
lins had been receiving money for protect- 
ing a certain clique of gamblers. The chief 
learned, or thought he learned, that what 
there was in the way of evidence to support 
these charges had been furnished to the 
paper by inspectors Hunt and Lavin. The 
latter at that time was inspector at Harrison 
street, in which district the protected gam- 
blers were said to operate, and Hunt was 
suspected of being the friend of James 
O'Leary of the stockyards, who was being 
raided by the chief's “ fying squadron.” 


Says Hunt Inspired Attack. 
Collings has continually asserted since then 
that this newspaper attack was inspired 
by Hunt and abetted by Lavin in the hope 
of either forcing him out of his position or 
making him serviceable to their wishes, and. 
claiming it was calculated to break down 
the discipline of the department and destroy 
his own usefulness, it has been in his mind 
ever since to get rid of them. 

+ But he has been balked a number of times. 
Every time the report went out Hunt was 
to be retired politicians and property own- 
ers would rally, the mayor’s office would be 
besieged, and everything would be © post- 
poned. Finally, when nobody was looking 
for it, the chief sent out his order when the 
mayor had just taken a train out of town and 
there was no chanoe for anybody to get at 
him. and secure another postponement. 
There is something cynical im giving “ gu 
perannuation” as the cause of Inspector 
Hunt’s discharge. Hunt is not only not an 
old man, but he is more active than a number 
of older men. He is in as good physical 
health as the chief himself, barring regular 
attacks of hay fever, and, whatever can be 
said against him—and there has been plenty 
said—there is no trouble about him phys- 
ically, 


Under Fire for a Long Time. 
Hunt has been under fire in his home dis- 
trict for a long time. He has been especially 
attacked by the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
clation, whose mission it is to safeguard the 
prohibition districts in that territory. The 
charges against him have been many and | 
include: ' 

“That the Inspector was too friendly to 
‘blind pigs’ in the prohibition district. 
“That he was a partner in ‘Ed’ Smith's 
roadchouse. 

“That he was too friendly to gamblers, 
“That he was too prosperous and too suc- 
cessful in. real estate ventures,” 

The Hyde Park Protective association in 
particular has been active against Hunt. 
Through its secretary, Arthur Burrage Far- 
wel., and through its legal and executive dé- 
partments it has charged that the inspector 
did not give the aid in enforcing laws that 
he was sworn to render. The association 
hinted plainly enough that its officers be-

Police Are Called. 
After finding his brother’s body, Joseph 
Kowalski ran down the stairs and hurried 
to an uncle’s house and returned accompa- 
nied by the uncle, who sent-for Max F. Der- 
engowski, an undertaker at 330 North Car- 
penter street, and telephoned to the police. 
Inspector Shippy, Lieut. Danner, and several 
detectives hurried to the house and took 
charge of Kowalski's, letters and personal 
effects. 
When word of the sulcide became known 
throughout the neighborhood, a large crowd 
gathered and Inspector Shippy placed detec- 
tives on guard about the house. Where 
since Monday there had been words of scorn 
and criticism, nothing was heard last eve- 
ning, but expressions of sympathy and sor- 
row, for the teller had been known to many 
since childhood. 
In Kowalskfs room were found more than 
100 letters, a number of check books, and 
several mortgages and mortgage blanks. His 
relatives said he had been doing a small 
loan business for a year or two outside of 
banking hours. 
A brief examination of the papers dis- 
closed nothing to indicate that Kowalski had 
profited in or had knowledge of the looting 
af the bank, but a coreuga. examination will 
be made today.. 


Stensland’s Words Recalled. 
Inspector Shippy questioned closely the 
brothers of Kowalski; and his uncle, August 
J. Kowalski, who isa real estate broker 
and formerly was alderman from the old 
Sixteenth ward, 
The only bit of information obtained rela- 
tive to Stensland’s operations was that on 
or about July 26 Kowalski, who*‘had been 
considering a proposition to go to the North- 
western Trust and Savings bank, in which 
his cousin was employed, went to Stensland 
and asked him what his prospects were with 
the Milwaukee avenue bank. He told his 
rélatives later that Stensland had said to him 
in his private office: 

‘Better stay with us; there is a great 
change coming soon in this bank, and it may 
give you the chance you want.”’ 

Nothing that Kowalski had told his rela- 
tives indicated that he knew what this 
“change’’ was to be, 

His brothers asserted last night that he 
had not-.been pleased with his progress at 
the bank and seemed to think he had not 
been given advancement as rapidiy as was 
his due. 


Threats Made by Women. 
The pelice learned that many threats had 
been made against. Kowalski by persons, 
mostly women, living near his house. Blam- 
ing him for theiy losses in the bank they 
are said to have threatened to shoot him, 
The climax of his trouble was reached Thurs- 
day evening when a woman, a neighbor 
whom he has known for years, ran up to 
him on the street and cried: 
“O, Frank, how could you do it? Why 
didn’t you let us know?” 
That evening when talking to his cousin,., 
August J. Kowalski Jr., he said: 
‘-All my friends have gone back on me. 
They accuse me of knowing all about this. 
I don’t know what I am to do.”’ 
**None of us has gore back on you,”’ his 
cousin said to him, ‘and all your friends 
will stand by you,”’ 

Relatives’ Money in the Bank. 
His relatives assert that he was innocent 
of any knowledge as to the doings of the 
president, Paul O. Stensland, the latter's 
son, and the cashier, Henry W. Hering. His 
effects showed that he had $900 on deposit 
in the bank when it was closed, and his yncle, 
August J. Kowalski, 748 North Ashland ave- 
nue, said last evening that the teller, his im- 
mediate family, and his relatives altogether 
had between $40,000 and $50,000 in the bank. 
Had the teller known of the defaications, 
they assert, he would at least have notified 
his relatives and would have taken his own 
money out of the institution. 


Hurt by the Suspicions. 

After the bank was closed Monday morning 

Kowalski went there wherever he could as- 

sist the bank examiner and the receiver in 

charge, but much of the time he spent at 

home or wandering about the streets. His 

neighbors all were depositors in the bank, 

and feeling that because he was employed | 
there he should have hnown something of 

what was coming, they treated him coldly | 
when they met him. 

To his brothers and sisters his words dis- 
closed how much he was hurt by the suspic- 
ions. With his other relatives he discussed the 
blight that had fallen on him in the bank's 
crash, though-he continually asserted his 
ignorance of what had been going on among 
the bank officials. 

Thursday night he was at the home of his 
uncle, 748 North Ashland avenue, and seemed 
unusually despondent. His relatives be- 
Heved then he would kill himself and tried 
to chdéer him.

“He was a crackerjack,” said he, “and 
without a ‘moment’s hesitation and even 
without a copy before him would write my 
signature so that I could not tell it from my 
own work.” 
Hering, however, could not make any 
specific charge against him, but seemed anx- 
fous to throw suspicion in his direction. 


Big Forgeries Done by Chiefs? 
Assistant States Attorney Olsen said at 
midnight that whilé “The Dago” might 
have done some fittle work in 1900, he had 
had no hand in the big forgeries in recent 
years. 

The Italian's employment In the bank was 
suspicious. Stensland is thought to have 
learned of the fellow’s skill and imported 
him. His appearance in the bank Was a sur- 
prise and his continued presence there a 
prolonged mystery. He knew nothing about 
the banking Wusiness and did little work. 
His principal job seemed to be that of hob- 
nobbing with the president. 

When the teller in the savings depart- 
ment sittole between $40,000 and $50,000 his 
punishment consisted of having to hunt an- 
other job. He found one down east, where 
he ig today. The fact that Stensland did 
not prosecute him was the cause of much 
comment in the bank at the time, but the 
reason therefor is perfectly apparent to the 
inetitution’s employés now. 


Knows Boss; Steals with Impunity. 
This man, they believe, had been doing a 
little penmanship for the president and had 
presumed on the knowledge of his chief's 
guilt to do a little stealing of his own. 
Stensland couldn't well prosecute and the 
teller knew his safety depended on ailence. 
And, anyway, he had been frugal and saved 
a good per cent of his pickings. 

Now, however, the conditions have changed 
and there is a chance, if the suspicions of 
the employés prove correct, that the man 
will have to face a jury in the Criminal 


court. 


Stensland a Crude Forger. 
Stensiand in the early days, when he 
strayed from the path of virtue was his own 
“Jim the Penman.” He did little if any 
original work—that is, he made few free 
hand forgeries. 

His ‘scheme was to take a genuine note, 
place it over @ blank note, and then, with a 
stylus follow the lines and curves of the 
name signed on the true paper. This niade 
a faint indentation on the blank note under- 
neath, which subsequently ke retraced with 


ink. 
On some notes there is evidence of writing 


over lead pencil tracings. This was done by 
placing a piece of paper with the underside 
bearing a slight coating of graphite between 
the genuine and the blank form. The trail 
of the stylus left a faint facsimile of the

Numbers Signed to Checks. 

The most startling of all thé day's revela- 
tions was the finding of dozens of checks for 
various amounts, which the examiners, to 
their astonishment, found signed, not with 
names but with numbers. Thousands of 
dcllars were found to have been paid out, 
with nothing to indicate who was beholden 
for payment but a set of numerals. 

This interesting condition was djscovered 
when one of the investigators happened upon 
a dusty envelope in one of the vaults.

Forged Mortgages Are Found. 


While the banking department of this re- 
markable institution stands revealed as the 
rottgnest specimen of its kind, there are in- 
dications that its codrdinate branch, the 
bond and mortgage department, is quite its 
equal in the catalogue of high toned swind- 
ling operations. The mortgages have not been 
examined closely as yet, but enough has been 
learned to found the belief that a large part 
of the securities piled up in the vault are ab- 
solutely worthless. 

Already a dozen or so more mortgages 
have been found which bear dummy names 
while others are declared to be out and out 
forgeries. With the money which Stensland 
stole from the bank he bought real estate, 
then loaded the property with mortgages 
which he used as security for more loans. 
It is feared that the fugitive banker's private 
estate will be found to be so involved in this 
Way that it will be practically worthless 
as an asset. The work of sifting out the 
chaff in this partic ular field will be taken up 
today.

Notes Blank, Signatures Forged. 


When the assistant state's attorney was 
asked how many fraudulent notes had been 
discovered up to date he threw up his hands 
in despair of an accurate answer.

“ Those notes were taken up by checks 
which Theodore Stensland drew at: my sug- 
gestion,’’ said Hering. 

An attempt was made to discover the pre- 
cise manner in which the forgeries were 
executed. The signatures of the bank’se cus- 
tomers were at the disposal of Stensland, 
Hering, and other bank officials. Some o* 
the notes show quite plainly that the impres- 
sion of the signature was made on the“paper 
by a. hard instrument, probably tracing the 
real signature, The indentation was then 
traced out with ink. 

One after another the fraudulent notes 
were produced and placed before Hering.

Marius 
Kirkeby, the most prominent member of the 
board of directors, is authority for the state- 
ment that before a week has passed the ac- 
tion may be fully determined upon and the 
first steps taken.

DRIVEN INSANE BY BANK LOSS. 


Gustave Burkhardt Becomes: Violent 
After Mind Is Weakened by 
Worry. 


Worry ‘over his loss of $200 through the 
failure of the Milwaukee: Avenue State bank 
is believed to have weakened the mind of 
Gustave Burkhardt, 39 years old, 365 West 
Ohio street. He became suddenly violent 
yesterday and At the request of his sister, 
Mrs. James Olson, 250 North Morgan street, 
he was taken to the Detention hospital). 

Since the bank has been closed Burkhardt 
is said by relatives to have acted strangely. 
Thursday evening he was loitering about the 
bank building and was robbed of $10. This 
incragsed his grief, and when he arose yes- 
terday he showed signs of insanity. 

“ Since the bank has closed,"’ sald Mrs. 
Olson, “ he had been acting unusual, and I 
feared that he had lost his mind and was 
wandering. about somewhere. He had $200 
in the bank. Worry over his loss, I believe, 


He declined to give the names of the pers | unbalanced his mind.”’ 


Kowalski had lived for years in the building 
in which he killed himself—a three story 
brick structure which*he owned. His nearest 
@urviving relatives are his brothers, Franz, 
23 years old; Joseph, 21 years old; and 
Stephen, 16 years old, and his sisters, Rose, 
19 years old, and Annie, 13 years old, and 
another sister, the wife of Joseph Ruszkie- 
wicz, 27 Emma street, who was vault clerk 
wat the closed bank.

It is known that the police had been shad- 
owing Kowalski and John Gulliksen, another 
savings teller, ever since the bank ‘closed. 
The two tellers had been close friends and 
Thursday evening they went downtown to- 
gether for dinner; 

When Kowalski came home in the evening 
he told his cousin, August J. Kowalski J?., 
that he and Gulliksen had been shadowed. 
This is believed to have added to his worries 
that prompted him to end his life. 

Kowalski was short of stature and slight- 
ly hunchbacked, but his deformity did not 
prevent his mingling with young men and 
boys in athletic pursufts. He had organized 
and alded many baseball clubs among boys 
of the northwest side and was an enthuslastic 
supporter of theirathletic pursuits. His only 
other recreation was amateur phetography. 
He was 80 years old and had been with the 
bank thirteen years.

Four years ago the association reported 
several violations of the ordinances to the 
inspector, and, following his alleged indif- 
ference in the matter, made formal com- 
plaint to the city. The policeman was sum- 
moned and an innocuous reprimand was the 
punishment meted out. 

Hunt has been a friend of “ Jim ’”’ O'Leary, 
hi es say, and has winked at the latter's 
oper gambling operations. ‘While the police 
were making irregular fights on gamblers 
in other parte of the city, O'Leary kept open 
house at his Halsted street place for.years. 
Not until the régime of Chief Collifls was he 
disturbed. His saloon and clubrooms have 
been raided several times and at last his 
license was taken away. 

A weapon which Hunt's enemies have em- 
ployed more recently is the question, “where 
he get it?” They have referred to his 
large property holdings, and have accused 
him of employing men on the city pay roll 
in his private service as janitors and hostlers. 


Worth a Quarter of a Million. 

The inspector is estimated to be worth 
more than $250,000. Among his real estate 
holdings are the following; 

Flat buildings, 5741 and 5742-5746 Monroe 
avenue; nine apartments. 

Fiat buildings, 4746 Indiana avenue; six 
apartments, 

Flat buildings, Jefferson avenue and Fifty- 
fourth street, twelve apartments. 

Residence, 5732 Monroe avenue. 

The charges against Inspector Hunt, his 
accusers say, have failed to produce results 
because the policeman is, and has been, a 
dominating element in the department. He 
has been active in city, ward, and police 
politics. His wealth has aided him and his 
strong personality has carried him through 
every battle. P 


Hunt Philosophical Over News. 

Hunt received word of his retirement over 
the telephone in South Chicago, where he 
was looking over his district in the evening. 
On his return to his house, 57382 Monroe 
avenue, he talked philosophically of the 
chief’s action. 

“Of course I am surprised,”’ he said, “for 
I had received no intimation that I was to be 
retired. But I will not attempt to fight. 
I realize that, as Iam not under civil service, 
I have no recourse, but I would not resist if 
it lay in my power. I have given thirty-five 
years to the police service, and good honest 
years of service they have been, too. If my 
retirement is for the good of that service, 
that is sufficient for me.” 


Don’t Know the Reason. 

“> what do you ascribe the chief's ac- 
tion?” he was asked. 

“Tt do not pretend to know the reason,’ he 
said. “I am and have been on the best of 
terms with the chief and with Mayor Dunne. 
I do no@ harbor the least i]l1 will toward either 
because of my retirement.” 

“ What are you going to do?” 

Inspector Hunt straightened up to hie full 
height, exhfbiting hie powerful frame to the 
best advantage. 

“Por a time I am going to take it @asy, 
rest, and enjoy my new leisure,’’ he replied. 
“But I am not an old man and I will not 
pase the remainder of my days: in idleness. 
I do not, however, know what I wil! do.” 


Story of Hunt’s Career. 

Hunt came to America from Ireland when 
he was 14 years old, landing at New Yor 
without friends ormoney. Aftera few weeks 
in New York he came to Chicago and worked 
in the village of Hyde Park awa laborer. In 
1871 he became a patrolman on the village 
police force and traveled beat until March 6, 
1879. when he resigned to become a police- 
man for the south park commission. After- 
ward he returmed to the village police and 
went up through the grades to captain. When 
the village was annexed to Chicago he was 
made inspector. 

The inspector gained much renown in police 
cprcles by his handling of strikes in his dis- 
tricts, especially at the time of the packing 
house employés strike and the teamsters’ 
strikes. 
Lavin Charges Sensational. 

The detailed charges against Inspector 
Lavin have not been made yet. The ohief 
does not have to make them public until he 
files them with the civil service commission, 
Under the law he can suspend first and file 
charges afterwards. 

When they come, however, they are ex- 
pected to be sensational. The chief must 
make good, as Lavin intimates that he will 
fight them to the last. He was asked to re- 
sign to avoid an exposure and refused. He 
declared he would stand by his guns. 


Lavin had been at the head of the Harrison 


street district for years when Chief Collins 
transferred him to Chicago avenue some time 
ago. Almost every serious scandal which 
has been whispered of or talked about con- 
cerning the police force of Chicago has cen- 
tered arolnd this station. Here it is most 
of the graft charged against the police force 
has had its birthplace. 


Graft Charges Hit Police. 

In the district, outside of James O'Leary 
in the town of Lake, which is in Inspector 
Hunt's territory, practically all the gambjers 
have lived and operated. There have been 
serious stories told of stolen money which 
has been divided between thieves afid police 
detectives in saloons close to the station, 
and protection given “‘strang arm women” 
who used to patro! the levee. 

If one-quarter of the stories which have 
been told are true, and Chief Collins: has 
any knowledge of what has been going on, 
his charges should be such at least as .to 
attract attention. 


Lavin Learns the News. 


Inspector Lavin declared last night his igno-" 


rance of the nature of the charges and of the 
person by whom'they were preferred. 
said he saw no reagon to suppose that Chief 
Collins himself had taken the initiative 
against him. 

“I didn’t know a thing about [t until I was 
called to the chief's office about 8 o’clock,’’ 
he said. “ He didn’t go into detaile at all. 
‘I've sent for you to ask you to resign,’ he 
said. ‘What's it all about,’ I asked, and 
he answered, ‘It’s either you resign or you 
are suspended.’ That's all that was said. 
I couldn't say anything. So he suspended 
me under charges. 

“I had no warning that there were any 
charges against me. There was no pre- 
liminary investigation that I know of.” 


Friendly with Chief Collins, 

‘* Haven't you been on friendly terms with 
the chief?” he was asked. 

“Certainly; I don’t think it*s personal.”’ 

“Does politics play a part in it?’’ 

‘TIT don't know, and under the circum- 
stances I don’t feel that I ought to say any- 
thing. I always did my best in the work 
that came to me, and I didn’t know anybody 
had. it in for me.” 

Questioned as to what he will turn his 
energies if the hearing of the charges against 
him before the trial poard is followed by dis- 
charge he ‘said: 

“ Well, I've got a few clothes up at East 
Chicago aventtle station and a few otker 
places. I'll have to go get those, but I can’t 
see any further ahead than that.”’ 


Lavin Trained by Hunt. 

Lavin got his police tucining under In- 
spector Hunt when the latter was head of the 
Hyde Park police force before annexation. 
He was a detective sergeant in Hyde Park 
and was annexed to the Chicago force with 
the rest of the village government. 

He started as a pacrol trergeant, and at the 
time of the World's Fair was made lieutenant 
and sent back to Hyde Park and Inspector 
Hunt. In 1898 he was made captain and sent 
to the stockyards, ‘ite passed the examina- 
tion for inspector, and was appointed in 1902, 
being sent to Harrison street. He staid 
there until 1905 when Chief Collins trans- 
ferred him to Chicago avelue. 

When ‘he was captain at the stockyards 
there was trouble in his station which caused 
much scandal in the department and caused 
Chief O’Neill much trouble. 

Thomas Barry and John Clark, two bur- 
glars, were convicted of robbing a jewelry 
store in the neighborhood and they claimed 
that a policeman under Capt. Lavin had been 
a participant in and beneficiary of the bur- 
giary. Chief O'Neill investigated the case 
himeelf, through his own private detectives, 
with the result the accused policeman was 
sent to the penitentiary 


Kelly a College Graduate. 


Capt. Peter M. Kelly, who was promoted 
to an inspectorship and assigned to Hyde 
Park to succeed Hunt, is the scholar of the 
police force. He was intended by his parents 
to be a Roman Catholic priest, and was edu- 
caved with that end in view. He was born 
in County Down, Ireland, im 1859, at Newry. 
He went to Dublin university and afterwards 
finished his education at Maynooth college, 
where he won the Greek golus, the highest 
prize the college grants. In the meantime 
his parents moved to America and settled inp 
Boston. He joined them in Boston in 1877. 

After a few years he came to Chicago and 
entered the service of the Pinkertons. Soon 
Martin Doyle put him on the police force 
and he was assigned to Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. That was twenty-two years ago, In 
1889 he resigned and went to Ireland. He 
returned to Chicago in May of the following 
year, joined the police force, and was as- 
signed to Harrison street station. He was 
transferred to the office of Chief Marsh a 
few months later with the rank of sergeant. 
Mayor Hopkins promoted him to a lieu- 
tenancy in 1894 and assigned him to Sheffield 
avenue station. A year later he went to 
Desplaines street and in 1897 he was made 


a captain. 
New Detective Chief’s Record. 


Capt. P. D. O’Brien, who assumes charge 
of the detective bureau; joined the police 
force in July, 1882. and began his career at 
Harrison street station. Four years later he 
was promoted to desk sergeant and assigned 
to duty at the same station. On Dec. Sl,

| @ captain, has been on the force for the last 


1887, during the administration of Mayor 
Roche. he resigned, but he’ was reinstated in 
February of the following year and assigned 
to Centra) sfation. 

He was made patrol! sergeant in 1880 anda 
Heutenant in 1804. Under the Swift admin- 
istration he was reduced to a desk sergeant 
and was reinstated as a lieutenant by Mayor 
Carter H. Harrison. He was promoted toa 
captaincy in June, 1902, and assigned to the 
Cottage Grove station. 

He was made the target for charges of 
graft in June, 1908, by reformers, and the 
matter afterward was dropped. 

Lieut. Patrick J. Harding of the West Lake 
street station, who becomes a captain at 
Kensington, is known chiefly for his hard 
work eand is reputed to be one of the best 
thief catchers in the department. He gained 
much of his reputation when traveling with 
the late Thomas Shaughnessy, and some of 
the work done by Harding led the late John 
D. Shea to say he was the best thief catcher 
on the force. 


«Oldest Officer Retired. 


Lieut. Francis L. Smith, who wags retired 
after thirty-five-years of active service, was 
the oldest commanding policeman on the 
force. He was for nearly twenty-five years 
desk sergeant at Larrabee street station, 
and it was during his service there thai he 
was promoted io a lieutenancy. It was in 
1892 that Mayor Washburn entered Larrabee 
street station and found Desk Sergeant Smith 
in charge.

FOREIGNERS SURROUND COMPAN- 
ION WHO SLEW AMERICAN. 


Three Men Hold Angry Workers at 
- Bay Until Help Comes, When the 
Slayer Is Arrested Without Trouble 
—Dispute Over Pay Check Causes 
Petery Vardo to Kill Dudley Ben- 
nett, a Storekeeper, in a Camp Near 
Joliet, . ’ 


Three Americans held a mob of 150 angry 
foreigners at bay yesterday morning in’ 
the pipe line camp of the Prairie O!l and Gas 
company, ten miles southeast of Joliet, ll., 
and with the arrival of an armed posse ef- 
fected the capture of one of the foreigners 
who had previously shot and killed Dudley 
Bennett, storekeeper for the company, 
whose bride of four months was visiting 
in Chicago at the time. The shooting all but 
precipitated a race war, as Peter Vardo, the 
murderer, demanded protection of his fel- 
low countrymen, and they were prepared to 
accord it-to him until the appearance of 
several resolute farmers with shotguns in 
their hands. ‘ 


Complains of Check; Kills Man. 

The murder occurred in the office tent of 
the company, where Bennett was talking 
with Paymaster Lewis when Vardo entered. 
The laborer complaified that he. was short 
several dollars in his pay check. The two 
Americans did not pay much ‘attention to 
him, and when his protests became too loud 
Bennett ordered him from the tent. 

Without further word Vardo wheeled and 
shot Bennett through the left side of the 
throat. He died a few minutes later. 

The shooting created much commotion in 
the camp, where but five Americans were in 
charge of over 150 Austrians and Monte- 
negrins. Summoning the Other men to at- 
tend to Bennett, Lewis jumped in a buggy 
and drove for a doctor. 

“ Better bring help,’ called one of the men. 
“ We're liable to have trouble here.’’ 


Foreigners Menace Americans. 


No effort had been made to arrest Vardo, 
and it was not until Bennett died that the 


He was soon located, for the men had stopped 
working and had menacingly formed them- 
selves into a hollow square around the mur- 
derer. They. threatened violence if an at- 
tempt were made to seize their companion, 
and the trio held the mob at bay until help 
arrived. 

Shortly after the noon hour Lewis, with a 
posse of farmers and men from Manhattan, 
all armed and headed by Constable L. W. 
Whitson, marched into cimp, and the mob 
quickly surrendered Vardo. The murderer 
was taken to the Will county jail at Joliet. 

Bride Hears News in Chicago. 

Bennett had been married but four months 
and his wife was visiting the family of A. 
W. Avery, 77 Bryant avenue, when the news 
of her husband's death reached Chicago. 
She went to the scene of the murder. The 
body will be take nto Elmira, N. Y., for 


burial.

Daniel D. Healy, representing the “ once 
republican’ end of the Hearst bolt from 
the democratic party, is endeavoring toslate 
Charles Alling for county judge on the 
ticket to be presented by the independence 
league and supported by the Hearst papers. 

Mr. Alling»on the other hand, is endeavor- 
ing to convince the republican party mana- 
gers that a vacancy on their municipal court 
ticket should be created for him by the with- 
drawal of some tandidate now nominated. 

Mr. Healy has the longest record of office 
hotding in the republican party of Cook 
county, but he not only is outside the party 
how but is against it, and the chance to 
draw Alling into the independence league is 
alluring to him. 

The offer is alluring to Mr. Alling because 
he believes he was tricked out of the repub- 
lican nomination for county judge, and be- 
cause he believes the republican managers 
might work up more interest in him if he 
were looked upon as a possible candidate 
against Lewis Rinaker, the nominee. ' 

For these reasons, although Mr. Alling 
has said “no'"’ to Mr. Healy’s requests, it 
has not been a final answer, and the latter 
ig not discouraged. Mr. Alling doesnot wan 
to be nominated by the independence league, 
but he does want to be nominated for mu- 
nicipal court judge: 


Crowe to Remain a Candidate. 

Some doubt as to the candfficy of Frank 
Crowe, nominated by the republicans from 
the Nineteenth ward, khrose during the day 
and seemed to give hope to Mr. Alling, but 
Mr. Crowe put a quietus on this by saying: 

“I don’t believe I am foolish enough fo re- 
sign from the ticket.

lambasting the democratic. Mr. Healy him- 
self was spoken of for sheriff on thie inde- 
pendent ticket, but he denied that he had such 
intentions. 

“TI am not a candidate,”’ he said. “ No 
such candidates have been listed yet. We 
spent the day considering names and pre- 
paring for an advisory committee of law- 
yers to help us in the selection of a Judicial 
ticket.*’ 

Former Justice Magruder of the State Su- 
preme court, whose independent campaign

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 10.—[{Special.]—The 
Rev. George Clark Cox, rector of the fash- 
lonable Clifton Episcopal church, declares 
unbelief in the time honored doctrines of the 
virgin birth and the bodily resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. He also takes exceptions to 
the teachings ©? many Episcopal church 
forms 

Mr. Cox’s views are expreseed in a letter 
addressed to the Rev. Boyd Vincent, bishop 
of southern Ohio. Fellow churchmen de- 
cline to discyss Dr. Cox's letter. but look 
forward to aitrial for heresy similar to that 
of Dr. Crapsy, with whom the Rev. Cox 
sympathizes. 

Excerpts from the Letter. 

Following are excerpts from the Rev. Mr. 
Cox's letter: 

* On the Sunday following Dr. Crapsy’s 
trial I preached a sermon in my parish church 
in which I d@plared I did not believe in the 
virgin birth or in the bodily resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. 

‘*T have, on many occasions, preached ser- 
mons in which the doctrine of atonement, as 
it is manifestly set forth in the prayer book, 
was questioned on scriptural,. as well as on 
logical, grounds. 

“The doctrine of original sin, as set forth 
in the baptismal office, I have strenuous!y 
denied and tried to disprove, and there are 
other manifest teachings of the prayer book 
which I have criticised from the point of 
view of reverent and critical study of the 
scriptures’ themselves. 

“The whole of our theology is filled with 
the supernatural, with the miraculous. A 
good part of it is a metaphorical setting of 
poetic truth, falsified by its metaphysical 
statement. 

‘The Christian church seems to me to have 
been based upon two great truths—tunat God 
was made manifest in man and that the true 
life of man is not ended by death. 

*“ These two great truths took the form ofa 
faith that Jesus Christ was the incarnate 
God and that he rose again from the dead in 
the flegh. Perhaps no other statement of 
these truths would have been intelligible to 
the men in that day.”’ 

Pastor Confesses Dua! Life. 

Laporte, Ind., Aug. 10.—[Special.]—Con- 
science stricken over his misdeeds and de- 
siring to do penance by admitting his indis- 
cretions, the Rev. Samuel V. Williams, pas- 
tor of the First Christian church of this city, 
last night confessed to the official board of 
the church that for six years he had leda 
dual life, arid that, while preaching righteous- 
ness and exhorting his congregation to lead 
better and purer lives, he himself had been 
walking paths that were forbidden.

AIRSHIP FLIGHT IN STORM 
IS PERILOUS, BUT SUCCESSFUL 


Inventor and Owner, After Encounter- 
ing Upper Ourrents and Torrents of 
Rain, Return to Earth in Safety. 


Franklin, Pa., Aug. 10.—[Special.]—One of 
the most successful airship filghts ever made 
in America occurred today, when, in the 
face of a terrific thunder storm, Leo Btev- 
ens, airship inventor, and Maj. J. 8. Miller 
went up in a@ machine recently built by 
Stevens for the major. They had a thrilf- 
ing experience and both expressed thank- 
fulness when they reached the ground. 

The airship ie the lightest ever constructed 
in this country and Stevens had hoped to 
surpass the record for speed by making 
fifteen miles an hour. Stevens believes they 
would have been successful had it not been 
for the storm. The wind was blowing ten 
miles an hour when the start was made and 
rain wae falling in torrents They went 
against the wind for only a short distance, 
however, for in the upper currente it was 
blowing fifteen to twenty miles an hour. 
Stevens guided the airship in a complete 
circle and in so doing descended consider- 
ably. The drop was more than he thought 
and without any warning the craft rammed 
the top of a tall tree. 

After considerable difficulty they cleared 
the tree and aroge to a height of 1,000 feet. 
They were making good time away from the 
wind when the gasoline engine broke down. 
They drifted for some distance and then 
descended. 

Dr. Julian P. Thomas of New York, balloon 
enthusiast, declared the flight was the most 
successful he ever had witnessed.

James and ten men of the Eighth infantry 
at Julita on the tsland of Leyte yesterday. 
A desperate conflict ensued in a narrow 
ravine. The soldiers exhausted their ammu- 
nition. Then there was a hand to hand en- 
counter with bolos on. one side and clubbed 
rifles on the other. 

Lieut. James, Contract Surgeon Calvin 
Snyder, Internal Revenue Collector Williams 
of Tllinols, and Privates William J. Gielick 
and Mathies Zack of company F, were killed. 

One man is miseing. All the others were 
wounded. The bodies of the killed were re- 
covered and buried. They had been mangled 
atrociously. 

The Pulajanes captured three revolvers, 
four rifles, and 300 cartridges. 


May Repeat Mount Dajo Battle. 


Deveyra reports the main body of 
the Pulajanes in a position on a fortified 
hill, apparently prepared to resist to the 
death. It is belleved they are armed with 
boles only—that they have no rifles. It may 
possibly be necessa®y to repeat the Dajo 
hill slaughter. 

Gov. Gen. Ide is on his way with Gen. 
Wood to.the island for an investigation. He 
started tonight. This will be the first visit 
of the governor general to the scene of the 
combined operations of the military and con- 
stabulary. 

Julita is a barrio, or ward, of the city of 
Burauen, which has been the scene of three 
eerious conflicts between the regulars and 
the constabulary and the Pulajanes within 
a few weeks. :

The bag fell to the ground and the bomb ex- 
ploded, leaving Gen. Kaulbars unharmed.

Girl of Culture and Beauty. 
The girl, who appeared, well educated and 
was well coo arrived here this morning 
and engaged a“room in a hotel. As she 
was going out this evening she asked the 
porter the whereabouts of the residence of 
Gen. Kaulbars. She was informed and went 
to the palace.. When a few paces from the 
entrance she qet Gen. Kaulbars and Gen. 
Karandosoff, the local military commander,

After her failure she ran back to the hotel 
and shut herself in heft room. There she com- 
mitted suicide with arevolver. 
Her name was uncertain. -One report 
states she was a daughter of Gen, Printz, 
while another says her name was Golupkin.

Trace Would-Be Assassins. : 
ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—@Zhe attempts 


May 6 and of Gen. Nepluleff, commander of 
the Sebastopol fortress, on May 27 have been 
traced to the “ fighting organization ”’ of the 
social revolutionists, of which Savinkoff, a 
member of the central committee of the 
social revolutionists, and Lieut. Kholschev- 
nikoff, formerly of the Black sea fleet, were 
leaders. SaVinkoff was arrested on suspicion 
of complicity in the attempt on Gen. Nep- 
luieff’s life, but he escape‘i two days later. 

Doubassoff's assailant, who was killed by 
the explosion of his own bemb, has been pos- 
itively identified. A girl student, Mlle, 
Mishachenko, who was involved in the con- 
spiracy, had three of.her fingers blown off 
and was otherwise terribly mutilated, while 
loading a bomb. She is a daughter of Gen. 
Michtchenko of St. Petersburg, a member of 
the military council. 

Gov. Zinovieff of St. Petersburg has in- 
structed the subordinate officials in the coun- 
try to explain to the peasants that the em- 
peror déssolved parliament only because the 
members were wasting time in making Inor- 
dinate demands, like their ineistence-on the 
granting of general amnesty, which would 
turn loose robbers and muréerers, and their 
urging the abolition of the death penalty even 
for a destroyer of the sacred person of the 
emperor. They had not even presented a so- 
lution of the agrarian question, the net re- 
sfilt of their work being an appropriation of 
$7,500,000 for famine relief where the govern- 
ment asked for $25,000,000, 


FIRST SLIGHT TO LONGWORTHS. 


Wagner's Petulant Widow Offers It at 
Baireuth as Cheapest Way of Vent- 
ing Spite on America. 


BERLIN, Aug. 10.—It remained for Frau 
Cosima Wagner, bitter hater of America and 
Americans and worshiper of American dol- 
lars, to slight Mrs. Longworth, daughter of 
President Roosevelt. Frau Cosima’s dis- 
courtesy to the most distinguished American 
visitor to Batreuth is a topic of resentful 
discussion among Germans and foreigners 
alike who have returned here from the an- 
nual festival. 

Some curiosity was aroused by the Long- 
worths’ sudden decision to leave Baireuth 
at the height of the festival. Now it is 
learned that it was the widow of the great 
composer, Who rules Hke a little empress 
over the village Wagner made famous, who 
drove the congressman and his bride away. 
Since the presentation of ‘“ Parsifal’’ in 
America despite the petulant protests of 
Frau Cosima, she has been imbued with the 
bitterest hatred of America, and seized the 
visit of the Longworths as an opportunity 
to vent her spite Jn a way least liable to 
lessen the flood of American dollars on which 
she thrives. 

She rules in festival time, and let It be 
known that the Longworths should be totally 
ignored. Personally she snubbed the presi- 
dent's daughter in a woman’s pecullar way 
by ostentatiously refusing to invite her to 
the famous musical receptions of the week. 
Neither was Mrs. Longworth invited to any 
of the social functions that punctuate the 
festival.

OIL TRUSTINDICTRD AGAIN 


STANDARD, VACUUM COMPANY, 
AND PENNSYLVANIA ROAD HIT. 


Charges of Rebating on Shipments of 
Product of Fuel Concerns Basis of 
True Bilis Returned Against Cor- 
porations at Jamestown, N. Y.— 
Bail Is Fixed at $20,000 in Each 
Case—Trial Is Likely to Take Place 
in October. 


Jamestown.’*N. Y., Aug. 10.—Indictments 
were returned today against the Standard 
Oil company of New York, the Pennsylvania 
railroad company, and the Vacuum Oil com- 
pany of Rochester for violations of the in- 
terstate commerce law. Bail was fixed at 
$20,000 for each company. The cases likely 
will be tried in October. 

There are twenty-four counts in each in- 
dictment of the Standard Oil company and 
of the Pennsylvania railroad company, and 
a smaller number against the Vacuum Oil 
company. 

The evidence presented to the grand jury in 
the oil cases having indicated that shipments 
of oi) were made from Rochester to Rutland, 
Vt.. over the New York Central railroad, 
Bostom and Maine, and Rutland railroad 
Hines, United States Attorney Brown asked 
that he be given timein which to prepare for 
an investigation into the connections of these 
roads with the shipments of the Standard Oil 
company’s products at the alleged diserim- 
inative rates, alleged to have been given by 
the Pennsylvania railroad. 

At the request of Mr. Brown the grand 
jury was given a recese foritwo weeks, dur- 
ing which time he and his assistants will 
prepare for the further investigation. 


Allege Concessions on Rates, 


The specific charges allege that the Penn- 
sylvania railroad company granted to the 
Standard Oil company special concessions in 
the shipments of freight and that the Stand- 
ard Oil company did “‘ unlawfully and know- 
ingly accept from the Pennsylvania railroad 
company a concession in respect to the trans- 
portation of certain of its property in inter- 
state commerce, whereby and by which ¢de- 
vice that property was transported in such 
commerce at a less rate than that named 
in the tariffs as published and filed by said 
Pennsylvania railroad company,” in viola- 
tion of the statutes. 

The indictments are s0 specified that in 
case those found against one company are 
sustained on trial they necessarily must be 
sustained agaist the other companies. The 
various counts pertain to specific cases in 
which these special rates were granted and 
accepted and embrace a period of time from 
Jan. 1, 4904, to Dec. 22 of the same year. 


Lower than Scheduled Tariff. 


The indictment against the Vacuum Oil 
company of Rochester is on exactly similar 
grounds—that is, charging that special con- 
cessions were accepted from the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad company. ' 

The specific charge against the Vacuum 
company is that it shipped its product from 
Olean, N. Y., to Rutland, Vt., at a lower rate 
of freight than that published in the regular 
schedule of the Pennsylvania railroad com- 
pany and on file with the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington. 


Six Rebating Indictments. 

New York, Aug. 10.—As a result of inves- 
tigation of Gases of alleged rebating by ral'- 
roads the United States grand jury today 
returned six indictments. They are said to 
be based on rebating on sugar. The federal 
authorities declined to give out the names of 
those indicted, but it was reported that they 
include both individuals and corporations. 
United States District Attorney Stimson 
stated that the grand jury will resume J's 
investigations of the rebate matter about 
Sept. 1.

NEW TRUE BILL VOTED? 


Rates on Shipments to Grand 
Junction, Tenn., from Whit- 
ing Investigated. 


The federal grand jury which hae hen 
investigating rebates and secret rates which 
Standard Olli is said to have obtained from 
railroads entering Chicago adjourned wester- 
day until a week from Monday. Inthe mean- 
time a second grand jury has been summoned 
a take up the investigation from March 3, 


If all reports are to be believed it is certain 
that a true bill has been voted against the 
oil trust, but the indictment on it has not 
yet been prepared. ! 

- ‘The matters under coneideration were the 
deals whereby it is claimed. Standard Oil 
gained control of trade and throttled con 
tition in the southeast and southwest. e 
first deal, on which it ie believed the trte 
bill hag been voted, is known as the “ Grand 
Junction combination.” Under this the trust 
shipped oil from Whiting, Ind., to Grand 
Junction, Tenn., a point forty miles west of 
Memphis, for. 13 cents a hundred pounde, 
while the regular tariff was 10 cents higher. 
The method: by which the “ Grand Junction 
combination ’’ wag carried out was d 

to the jury by witnesses from tne railroade. 

No true bills were voted against the rail- 
roads, but it is a significant fact that in no 
instance was a high official of these roads 
called to testify and they are liable for indict- 
ment should the jury see fit to do so. 


Oil Sent Across State Line. 

According to the evidence submitted to the 
grand jury, the product of the Standard Oil 
refinery at Whiting, Ind., was switched 
across the state line to Dolton, Ill., where it 
was shipped by the Chicago and Eastern Illl- 
nois to Otter Creek Junction; thence over 
the Evansville and Terre Haute road to 
Evansville, and from there to Grand Junc- 
tion, Tenn., over the Hlinois Central The 
Southern railway, which is said to have dis- 
tributed the product throughout the south 
crosses the Illinois Central at Grand Junc- 
tion. 

The last two witnesses before the grand 
jury, J. P. Seabrook and L. B. Butts, both of 
the auditing department of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, are believed to have thrown consider- 
able Mght on this transaction, as did C. A. 
Kennedy of the Chicago Junction railway. 

The other matter investigated by the jury 
and in which a true bill is expected is the 
acceptance by the Standard Oli of a rebating 
device by which shipments at less than tariff 
rates were made from Whiting, Ind., to Hast 
St. Louis. In connection with this arrange- 
ment Horace Tucker, chairman of the Chi- 
cago and St. Louis Traffic association, was | 
closely questioned. If a true bill is voted in 
this case it will be based on a recent decision 
of the Supreme court. 

It is the contention of the Standard Oil at- 
torneys that as the shipment is between two 
points in Illinois it does not come under the 
jurisdiction of interstate commerce. The gov- 
ernment attorneys declare the shipment 
really was made at Whiting and the switch- 
ing of cars across the state line is a subter- 
fuge. The latter contention recently was up- 
held by the Supreme court. Just what roads 
are involved in this deal have not been dis- 
closed by the federal lawyers. 


Consider Sherman Law Later. 

In the investigations by the first grand 
jury, as well as the one to be In session next 
week. the charges against Standard Oil, 
which’ involve violations of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, have not beem dealt with. 
These will be held in abeyance by District 
Attorney Morrison until he has the rebate 
matters out of the way. When he retires 
from office in September and starts on his 
trust hunting expedition for the government 
the same witnesses which are appearing now 
and the same evidence wil! be used to show 
that the Standard Oil has restrained trade. 

The two grand juries were rendered neces- 
sary by the redistricting of the northern dis- 
trict of Illinois. 


PIONEER DIES AT THE AGE OF 85. 


Mellican Hunt, Who Shipped First 
Freight by Rail Into Chicago, Sur- 
vived by Family. 


Mellican Hunt, an Illinois pioneer, father of 
John KE. Hunt, Superior court master in 
chancery. died yesterday at hsi home in 
Franklin Park, at the age of 85 years. 

Mr. Hunt shipped the first load of freight 
into Chicago by railin December, 1848. Con- 
cerning this incident, during the centennial 
celebration in September, 1903, Mr. Munt 
gave THE TRIBUNE the following story: 

‘In Decembér, 1848; I started for Chicago 
with a load of hogs on a sled, in eighteen 
inches of snow. After two days we reached 
the site of Oak Park. The track of the Chi- 
cago and Galena road had been laid from 
Chicago to that point. and when we arrived 
a construction train was on the track. I se- 
cured permission to load the hogs on the 
train, and it was the first freight brought, 
into Chicago by rail.” 

Mr. Hunt was born on the frontier, ih Sul- 
livan county, Ind. In 1848 he came to IIiH- 
nols and located at Washington Grove, Ogle 
county. He removed to Franklin Grove, Lee 
county, In 1886. 

He is survived by his wife and five children: 
William A. Hunt, Ashton, IUl.: Mrs. G. W. 
Myers, Rochelle, Ill.; T. W. Hunt and Mrs. 
J. C. Wetzel, Ogle county, and John E. Hunt, 
812 North Scoville avenue, Oak Park.

LABELS’ TESTS A PUZZLE. 


Packers to Agree on Wording 
Which Must Tell Exact Con- 
tents of the Can. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson and rep- 
resentatives of every important stock organ- 
ization in the United States and Chicago 
packers spent all of yesterday afternoon dic- 
cussing the interpretation of the rules of the 
new meat inspectio€ajaw, which will go into 
effect next week. 

The anly obstacle to the immediate working 
out of the new law_is an agreement between 
the secretary of agriculture and the packers 
@e to the wording of the labels which will 
@dorn. the cans of meat produced under it. 
This agreement probably will be made by 
Monday ani all canned goods sent out by the 
Stockyards firms wilk be under the new na- 
tional inspection law. 

“Just what the wording will be is not 
known,"’ said Secretary Wilson. “ But of 
this 1am sure. There will be no ham or liver 
Sent out under the name of canned chicken.” 


Secretary Reaches Agreement. 

The gray haired secretary spent the entire 
Gay in the-inner chamber of his apartments 
at the Auditorium hotel.

them, after which the inspection Jaw will 
go into effect In its entirety.

Charlies W. Shippey, for many years a real 
estate dealer tn Chicago, was killed at the 
Englewood Union) station at 9 o'clock last 
night by a Pé@re Marqu*ite railroad train. 
He had gone there:to board the train to take 
him to visit his wife and two children at 
their summer home in Rex Terrace, Mich. 

The exact manner «f Mr Shippey's death 
is not known. His body was found on the 
ratway tracks east of the station after the 
train had left, and was taken to an under- 
taking shop at 6807-Wentworth avenue, 

Shippey was seen first at the depot by E. 
J. Kohn, the baggage agent, whochecked his 
trunk for Rex Terrace. ‘lhe broker chatted 
about his wife and chiidren—Raymond, ll 
years old, and Webster, 9 years old—who had 
gone to Michigan on June 28. He was pleased 
of the prospect of joining them soon. Then 
Shippey went to the platform to await the 
train, then almost due. No one recalls hay- 
ing seen him again until the train had gone 
and his body lay on thetracks. 


Body Taken to Station. 

H. G. Brassart, 1063 Garfield boulevard, 
and W. H. Mabee, 6456 Parnell avenue, as- 
sisted the baggageman in carrying Shippey’s 
body to the baggage room. The crew of the 
train, which was recalled to the station after 
the accident, was unable to throw any light 
upon the detafis of the accident. 

Mr. Shippey was 47 years old, had real 
estate offices at 112 Clark street and lived 
at 4865 Lake avenue. He was a nephew of 
Webster Batcheller, a wealthy retired lum- 
ber merchant, who died recently. Mr. 
Batcheller left Mr. Shippey a bequest of 
$100,000. 

A broken box, containing candy and cakes, 
evidently tntended for his children, was 
found beside his body. 


Will Prosecute Car Companies. 

Dr. Maurice F.. Doty, superintendent of local 
transportation, announced he intended to go 
before the grand jury as soon as he got his 
facts collected and ask the indictment of 
street car officials for permitting accidents 
on their lines. He says he expects to beable 
to show that a large number of the accidents 
are the result of defective machinery, and 
for these he holds the officials are respon- 
sible. 

“ Accidents have been reported to this 
office at the rate of ten a day,’’ said he, “ and 
the proportion of fatal ones is as large as 
ever.

I shall take the facts before the grand jury.”

work. Ft is not even necessary to specify 
the establishment, because I believe the 
packers themselves are not wholly responsi- 
ble. That girls below the age of 16 are em- 
ployed in large numbers is evident. That 
many of them are even below 14, although 
the law says no child shall be employed under 
that age, will be evident to anyone who looks 
the .childrem over at a time when they are 
not prepared for an inquisition. 

Every one who has gone into the subject 
at all carefully knows that foreign children 
ere both more mature and more immature 
than those born under more favorable condi- 
tions in America. The Polish boy of 12, in- 
ured to hard work from his childhood, sus- 
picious of all school and ¢harity authorities, 
has a wise, old face, and frequentiy main- 
taine his claim to be two or three years older 
than he really is. 


Childhood Denied for Work’s Sake. 


On the other hand, foreign girls, Italians, 
Slavs, and Russian Jews of 16 or even 18 
years of age, frequently, for reasons of pure 
economy, continue in their childhood dresses, 
short of skirt and scant of material, long 
after girls of American parents would be 
wearing the longest gowns and the most ex- 
pansive materials alow and aloft. 

Yet it is hard to persuade any one that a 
girl with two little braids down her back, 
her skirts eighteen inches from the ground, 
thin, tired, and with childish figure, could 
have reached the dignity of 16, or even of 14 
years of age. There must be something 
wrong about the papers these manifest chil- 
dren present to their employers. 

The girls do not look oppressed or ill fed, 
There is no indication in their personal ap- 
pearance that their work is either unfair or 
unhealthy. On the contrary, almost all of 
them are decently dressed, clean, comforta- 
ble, and quite likely to get along in the world. 
But as to ages? Surely some one is being de- 
ceived. No unprejudiced observer could 
look oyer these girls coming for their time 
check and scurrying away to their. work 
without becoming convinced that dozensand 
scores of them were at work in violation of 
law, their labor certificates to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. 


Bare Homes Cry Out a Problem. 


It would be entirely wrong to study .the 
stockyards resident quarter as one would a 
purely tenement district. Instead of that 
the section must be put down as a distinct 
industrial community. Everybody works out 
that way, including father. The families are 
large, almost invariably. The wages paid 
in the packing houses are not as lbberal as 
they might be, but they are not unduly 
small. The great difficulty lies in the fact 
that such a large percentage of the Jabor 
is absolutely unskilled. There are from 
2.000 to 5,000 applicants for work every day 
at the yards. There is a vast oversupply of 
labor and almost all of these foreigners 
are pitifully poor. 

I went into a number of their homes and 
what I saw was not entirely an argument 
for the prohibition of child labor. I remem- 
ber one Polish family who live literally under 
ground in three bare basement rooms. There 
were a mother and seven children. A father 
died two or three months before his twin 
children were born. The family has been 
absolutely penniless ever since except for 
the work of the mother. She goes out for 
various sorts of household labor and aver~- 
ages something like four days a week with a 
weekly income of about $4. She pays $3 a 
month rent for her basement flat, and 
makes up the deficit in her account from the 
county and other cherities. When her hus- 
band wae alive he earned from $8 to $10 
weekly, and that, with the occasional labor 
of the mother, supported the family. Now 
the eldest boy is 12 years of age. He goes 
to school periodically, but he is required to 
stay at home a day at a time to take care of 
the children so that his mother may go to 


work.

It is an honest query which charitable peo- 
ple can answer to suit themselves, whether

being employed to care for six other chil-

| for the family. He is really helping to pay 
the rent for thelr underground home by 
performing purely domestic duties, so that his 
| mother may continue to be the wage earner. 

If a boy must be kept out of gchool to care 
| for the children, he might as well be at 
| more lucrative employment so far as his 
moral and intellectual training is concerned. 

Of course, such cases are extreme, and 
should be treated as such. The majority of 
the boy and girl workers in the stockyards 
are reasonably welloffathome. Many times, 
however, they contribute just enough to the 
general income to save the family from dire 
poverty. Now and then thelr wages are not 
actually necessary to the home, and they 
would be better off at school. 

The greatest difficulty lies, not In the fact 
that children go to work too young, but that 
they are too deficient in school training. 
Once at work they never go to school again. 
If a law could be devised to apply a strict 
educational and physical test to child labor 
in such places as the packing houses it 
might do to ignore the question of age alto- 
gether.

PRISON FOR A LYNGHER.

It is ridicu- 
lous to take a proposition of that kind 
seriously.” 

“Fish ’’ Murray concurred with Dr. Biehn. 
He even went farther and said that he would 
arrest the proprietors of the wholesale 
houses if they fail to notify him when they 
have bulged canned goods on hand. . He said 
further that the 12,000 cans of spoiled goods 
at the MacVeagh store would be confiscated 
today despite the protests of the owners. 


Will Destroy Bulged Cans. 


“That stuff was in such shape,’’ he de- 
clared, “the cans fell to pleces when they 
were moved.

‘Architeet Perkins Rebuked for 
Unautheriz * Advice to 
Contractor. 


The teachers’ long cry for ‘‘ more democ- 
racy in the public school system’ was an- 
swered yesterday by Supt. Cooley when he 
announced to the buildings and grounls com- 
mittee that he had arranged to give the prin- 
cipale and teachers a hand in the work of 
termining educational policies. Supt. Coo 
informed the committee that he is arranging 
for @ series of round cable meetinge of the 
elementary sohoo! principals and teachers. 
Hie plans contemplate the holding of twenty 
meetings with principals and thirty meetings 
with elementary school teachers. 

These meetings will be devoted to the dis- 
cussion of educational questions in which it 
is expectel to interest a large numer of 
teachers and principals. 

At the various round table meetings every 
educational question of importance to the 
Chicago schoo} system will be discussed thor- 
oughly, Principale and teachers wil) be in- 
vited to express thefr opiniones without fear 
and to make recommendations to Supt. 
Cooley in the same spirit. 


Will Be Given Circulation. 


Supt. Cooley declared that reports of these 
meetings will be put into pamphlet form and 
mailed to every principal and teacher in the 
Chicago public schools, together with a re- 
quest for their individual opinion on the 
question under discussion. Practically the 
plan proposes to carry the referendum idea 
Into the schoo? system and give to every 


the various educational questions before they 
on Pigg upon definitely by the school 


To carry out the plan Supt. Cooley declared 
it would be necessary to employ a competent 
stenographer whose education is sufficient to 
enable him to follow and understand such 
discussions and who has the requisite ability 
to report all that may be seid at such meet- 


committee to grant him the necessary au- 
thority to employ the help needed. as com» 
committee granted the request. 

The belief generally was expressed in ‘schoob 
board circles that the action of Supt. Cooley 
will go a long way toward doing away with 
the friction which now existe in the school 
system and toward bringing about the long 
sought harmony. 


Rebuke for Architect Perkins: 

Chairman George Duddleston of the build- 
ings and grounds committee severely re- 
buked Architect Perkins for hie course of 
action fm telling a contractor to proceed 
with certain work on his own responsibility 
before the contract had been awarded. Ar- 
chitect Perkinge explained that Contractor 
Sheady’s bid for grading the Graham school 
premises was $28 lower than any other bid, 
and that as the work had to be done in haste 
he had told Sheady he might begin the work 
“on his own responsibility." The architect 
told him he had no authority to advise him 
to go ahead, but that he felt assured hie 
bid would be accepted, as it was the cus- 
tom of the committee to let the contract to 
the lowest bidder. Later, Architect Per- 
kins explained, he became ‘“‘ suspicious " that 
everything was not as it should be and be- 
gah en investigation. As a result of the in- 
vestigation he found that the work on 
which Sheady had bid $975 could be done for 
$600. He declared therefore that he had 
notified Contractor Sheady not to go ahead 
with the work. Sheady then threatened to 
go into court and seek an injunction restrain- 
ing the board from granting the contract to 
any other bidder, asserting that he had al- 
ready purchased $600 worth of cinders, 

“You have no business to hold out any 
bid,”” shouted Trustee Duddleston, “if you 
can hold up this bid you can hold up any 
contract of the board.” 

“IT felt that the committee was in a hurry 
to get away, that’s why I did not bring the 
matter to your attention at the last meet- 
ing,"’ explained Architect Perkins. 

“That excuse is not sufficient,”’ 
Trustee Duddleston.

CANAL CHIEFS TO FIND OUT. 


2,500 Celestials to Enter Shoveling Race 
with Negroes and Spaniards at nce, 
Is Commission's Decision.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 10. ~Despite the 
opposition of organized labor, Chinese labor 
will be tested thoroughly on the Panama 
canal. In a few days the calial commission 
Will ask lahor agents to furnish 2.500 China- 
men as 4 preliminary experiment. 

It is a: last resort, no other course at pres- 
ent being open to the commission. The Ja- 
maican laborers have proved a failure, anda 
sufficient number of Spaniards cannot be se- 
cured immediately, President Roosevelt, 
Secretary Taft, Chairman Shonts of the isth- 
malian canal cOmmissiom, and other men 
identified with the canal work delayed em- 
ploying Chinese until,it became evident that 
the other help available was not equal to the 
demands. The administration has taken the 
position that the canal must be dug at any 
cost, and although the president urged that 
there be no haste in employing Chinese, he 
did not stand in the way of the plan. 

It is the intention of the commission toask 
for bids from labor agents, who will arrange 
with the Chinese government for the expor- 
tation of labor, transport the Chinese to the 
isthmus under contract to work for a fixed 
wage, and ship them back to China, thus re- 
lieving the commission of all detail work 
and all responsibility. A bond will be re- 
quired of all contractors for a satisfactory 
fulfillment of any contract they may enter 
into with the commission. 

It is the desire of Chief Engineer Stevens 
to have several kinds of laborers on the isth- 
mus. The employment of the Chinese will 
not displace the Jamaicans who are already 
there, but it is not likely that many more 
West Indian negroes will be hired if the 
Chinese prove @ success.

Bedy, Organized, It Is Announced, for 
the Purpose of Protecting the Con- 
sumers from Cheating, Employs 
Eight Inspectors, and First Results 
Are Attained When Twe Offending 
Firms Are Assessed Fines of Fifty 
Dollars Each.

The crusade of the aseociation is just start- 
ed, according to one of iteofficers, and within 
a week twelve suite agains dishonest dealers 
are to be started, it is asserted. 

The association has eight inspectors at 
work undgr a chief inepector, and these men 
are at work in all parts of the city weighing 

“guspicious " loads of coal and reporting to 
their superior. 


$50 Fine in Two Cases. 

Jn two cases prosecuted during the day 
the defendant, the Weliston Coal company, 
was found guilty in each case and fines of $50 
were assessed by Justice Gibbons. 

Two weeks ago agents of the association 
found John Grimea, 491 West Thirteenth 
street, a teamster, filling a wagon at Forty- 
gecond street and Lake avenue with coal for 
J. F. Farbrich, 4331 Indiana avenue. Ac- 
cording to witnesses the coal was not 
weighed and the driver made out a ticket 
showing that he had 9,700 pounds of coal on 
the wagon. The man was stopped and the 
coal weighed, It was shown that there were 
but 7,875 pounds of coal in the load. 

Another instance was when a three horse 
wagon. delivered coal to H. A. Coles, 3563 
Forestavenue. The ticket showed there were 
18,000 pounds of coal on the wagon. On being 
weighed the load was found to be 8,460 pounds 
short. 

Eight Inspectors on Guard. 

“We have eight inspectors watching the 
djfferent team tracks,’’ said G. W. Hallock, 
commissioner of the association, *“‘and we 
hope to stop this short weight evil. We 
want the codperation of the people and hope 
they will soon get what they pay for. 

“ The association !s not a'trust nor formed 
to uphold prices. It is for the benefit of the 
people and for honest retail coal dealers.’’ 

The Chicago Coal Dealers’ association was 
formed three weeks ago by the larger coal 
dealers of Chicago. 

M. B. Robinson is president, L. R. Rutter 
is vice president, and A, J. Bunge is secre- 
tary and treasurer. 


Short Weight Ice Sold.

With 
all the fearful blunders they made duly 
recognized it now begins to look as though 
theif positive achievements were to find 
pfominent place among the deeds of creat 
commanders everywhere. The causes of 
the civil war and the political results which 
followed it have been given far more atten- 
tion by Americans than the military move- 
ments. It is notable that foreign students 
should be so active in bringing into the fore- 
ground the military features. 
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OPPORTUNITY NEAR HOME. 

The migratory instinct of almost every 
race reaches its most conspicuous exem- 
plifieation in the United States. Some 
fever in the blood has brought to these 
shores the men now living here or their 
not remote ancestors. In a city as new 
as Chicago there are few people who can 
look back through.two generations and 
find that their parents and grandparents 
were all .born in this city. The natural 
question to ask a new acquaintance here, 
as well as farther west, is, “ What part 
of the country did you come from This 
being the case, it is natural that’ the 
“ homeseekers’ excursions ” and other de- 
viced of the railroads to induce people to 
travel] khould meet a ready response. Men 
who have made money here are eager to 
find an opportunity to invest it elsewhére, 
and are going away themselves to newer 
places. 

Yet it is within the truth to say that 
Chicago offers as good a field for invest- 
ment as it ever did. There are more op- 
portunities for a young man to rise in his 
calling here- now than there were a gen- 
eration ago. This is’ recognized  else- 
where. Capitalists of Boston- and New 
York and of every smaller town in which 
it is possible to accumulate convertible 
capital are looking for investment here. 
The bright young men of the farms, the 
villages, and the minor cities of the state 
look to Chicago as a place where the road 
to wealth is easy. These country lads 
come here and in. a. few. years run tle 
business and the politics of the city, while 
the Chicago youth is ‘lookfme farther 
west for a chance to. grow up with the 
country, 

Some. plants require to be transplanted 
to reach their. best development. Some 
men who are hemmed in by faulty envi- 
ronment here will do better when set 
down in different conditions. To most 
youn® men, however, there is an advan- 
tage in being here from the #tart. By the 
time the young man from the country 
gets here and enters upon the race for 
success the boy born in Chicago should 
have gone a long distance on his way. If 
he begins earning wages at an early age 
he will find here not only rapid advance- 
ment, if faithful, but constant opportuni- 
ties to better himself or to invest his sav- 
ings. If he enters upon a profession after 
years of study, where can he begin better 
than in a place where his ability and in- 
tegrity are known? There are chances in 
the west, the sonthwest, or the northwest 
for one who has made a failure to start 
anew, but the man who has in him the 
power to sueceed anywhere is probably 
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Canada shares with the United States the 
adyantage of location. Washington used to | 
speak about the value of “ our detached and | 
distant situation” so far as world politics 
were. concerned, and every year emphasizes 
this point. There is no reason why the 
American countries should become involved 
in Buropean questions, and this is as true 
of Canada as of the United States despite 
the governmental tie which makes Canada 
a part of impévrial Britain. Thereis noneed 
for a large standing army or for the forti- 
fications which become bottomless sinks for 
the outlay of money. The relationships of 
Canada with the United States must be 
those of peace, and the tendency will grow 


stronger as the years pass by toward the 
establishment of reciprocal relationships of 
profit to both sides. 
Such a situation necessarily means peace, 
and peace is one of the essentiale of pros- 
perity. With a magnificent country, much 
of it never fully exploited, with a good popu- 
lation, industrious and hardy, with an in- 
telligent administration of government, 
strikingly at variance with that of the old 
régime of French occupation, it is possible 
that Canada may yét realize the brightest 
dreams of the first settlers and become one 
of the wealthiest, healthiest, and most pros- 
perous regions of the world. It is worth 
noting, too, that Canadian prosperity means 
one element of the prosperity of the United 
States, so closely are their trade interests 
united nowadays. : 
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FIGHTING ANTIETAM AGAIN, 

A London dispatch says that the battle of 
Antietam, without its mistakes, was fought 
over again on the banks of the Avon as part 
of the maneuvers of the British army and 
was won by the general who represepted 
the “union” forces, victory coming to him 
by reason of his superiority of numbers. 
Thirty-five thousand soldiers took part in the 
presence of an official umpire, the minister 
of war, and many other prominent person- 
ages. Victory came to the “ union ” army 
after four hotrs’ fighting. The umpire in 
remlering his verdict made mention of the 
tactical errors he had observed and added 
some comments upon the American battle, 
whose study furnished the plan of operations 
for the day. 

The incident has its interest in showing 
the possibilities always, existent of doing a 
thing a second time without mistakes, after 
the failure of the first attempt has been 


studied. Waris much ofagame. The plans 


are made with the expectation of victory. If 
defeat comes instead it will be due to some 
slip, some mistake, some failure at a critical 
moment. The real battle of Antietam was 
full of ifs and buts. The mistakes cost the 
confederates their expected victory, the mis- 
takes did much to effect the removal! of Mc- 
Clellan from the command of the union 
forces. What might have happened if no 
mistakes had been made is a matter of con- 
jecture, and the playing of the game on the 
Avon wjll add nothing of value to the dis- 
cussions about this famous battle of our civil 
war. 

It is not without. interest also that the 
military men of England are devoting much 
time toe the study of the war for the Amer- 
ican union. Some of the best books which 
have been written in recent years on phases 
of this war have come from the officets of 
the British war college. A notable example 
is the two volume life of “ Stonewall ” Jack- 
son, in which, with multiplicity of maps and 
abundant detail, the career of that great 
commander is traced. Another is a short 
history of the war remarkable for ite clear 
insight. When men who make the stndy of 
war a business find in American battles and 
leaders material for use in their classes and 
in their published manuals on war, they pay 
an implied tribute to the generals in the 
Ls war which deserves more than passing 
ce ge Many of the soldiers in the union 

confederate armies were cWilians who

THE GROWTH OF INSANITY. 

The census bureau reports a great In- 
erease in the number of insane in Ameri- 
ean hospitals. There are more than twice 
as many hospitals as there were thirteen 
years ago, and most of them are full. It 
does not follow, however, that the per- 
centage of insane is greater than it was 
a dozen years ago. There are numerons 
reasons for the presence of s0 many more 
patients in the asylums. 

There has always been a dread of the 
asylums among some classes of the: popu- 
lation. Unless an insane, person was vio- 
lent and dangerous the family is often bit- 
terly opposed to having him handed over 
to the care of the state. He may bea 
burden upon the family, but mistaken 
affection insists on his being kept 
home. One consequence is that cases 
which might have been cured if treated in 
time, become incurable... Another conse- 
quence is that insane people who 
supposed to be harmless sometimes are 
attacked by homicidal mania and take 
human life. The fear of the hospitals is 
gradually dying out, and men and women 
are sent to them with whom. once 
families could not have been induced to 
part. 

When there were,fewer hospitals many 
lunatics were kept in county poorhouses. 
They were given little care, and often 
treated with great brutality. As commu- 
nitfes became more humane and wealthier 
they built more hospitals, so that these 
victims of social neglect might be decent- 
ly provided for. The more enlightened 
states do not permit their insane to be 
the wards of local authorities. 

Many persons are classified as insane 
and proper subjects for confinement who 
would not have been thus classified fifty 
years ago. Their families. or friends 
would have admitted that they occasional- 
ly had. “ fits,” or “ spells,” " 
little soft,” but would have refused to ad- 
mit that they were lunatics and ought to 
be locked up. Today the professional! 
alienist, especially if his fee is large, can 
detect traces of insanity in anybody. It 
is the favorite theory of soine that al! 
criminals are insane. 

There are many reasons apart from the 
growth of population for the increase in 
the number of inmates of insane asylums, 
but there is nothing to prove conclusively 
that insanity is more prevalent than it 
used to be. Still, there are alienists who 
say it is. Among them is the head of a 
Maryland hospital, who says that the dis- 
sipation encouraged by prosperity is filling 
the asylums to cverflowing with men 
drawn from all classes. When the Iabor- 
ing man, says the doctor, gets better waces 
and shorter hours he consumes more e)ab- 
orate and, less nutritious food. Thus te 
sows ‘the “geeds of stomach disease’ and 
subsequent insanity. As the rich man be- 
comes richer he eats and drinks more than 
he used to, and he, too, becomes insane. 
To preserve the sanity of the people it 
will be necessary for the state to regulate 
and supervise their diet. 

It used to be the popular belief tirat ad- 
versity was a potent cause of insanity— 
that men who lost their money or their 
sweethearts might lose thelr reason also. 
It was believed that endden prosperity 
might turn a man’s head, but nobody sus- 
pected danger in that gradual prosperity 
which comes to a man as his wages are 
being slowly raised from a dollar a day to 
two dollars. Few will be Jaclined to be- 
lieve it now. 
nity is so abhorrent a disease that 
i hope it is not becoming more prev- 
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the mere say so of the man at the head of 
a hospital. He sees more insane than he 
does sane people, and.for that reason, per- 
haps fancies the world is going ma4. 


OUTSWIMMING CAESAR AND LEANDER. 

-A champion swimmer has been duplicat- 
ing feats in the water which have been 
recounted for hundreds of years as not- 
able achievements of famous men. He 
has gone through the sea where Julius 
Cmsar made his long distance swim; he 
has visited the scene of the exploit ef 
Leander and duplicated that, and now he 
issies a defiance to any one living to 
meet him, and .avows his willingness to 
equal the effort of any swimmer whose 
accomplishments are recounted in story 
or song. 

The incident suggests the query wheth- 
er the athlete of toda: would compare 
favorably or unfavorably with his ancient 
prototype. If a gwimmer of 1906 can do 
easily what the champiogs of old did in 


‘the water, it is likely that the contestant 


in other forms of athletic activity would 
be equally well in making records. 
There are a thousand forces working 
nowadays toward the development of 
good physique both in men and women. 
The athletic build is popular. The forms 
of ‘recreation which make muscle find a 

multitude of devotees. ..If search were to 
be madr plenty of models might be found 
for statites which would be as perfect in 
their symmetry as any-which the ancient 
Greek ever saw. [If the rewards of ath- 
letics were counted so important nowa- 
days as they were in ancient times there 
seems no reason for doubting the com- 
plete trinmph of the modern athlete when 
put into competition with his rival of 
centuries ago. 

For the well rounded athlete of the 
present knows how to use his head as 
well as his limbs. With the building of 
muscle goes the training of the mind. It 
is unlikely that the ancient stadium ever 
saw such a triumph of skill.as is re- 
vealed on a baseball field when major 
league teams meet in well balanced strug- 
gle, every man quick to seize a favorable 
opening, pitcher and catcher working In 
perfect harmony in accordance with pre- 
arranged signals, nine men on a side for 
getting self, and yet absolutely control- 
ling self in the supreme effoftt to have 
heir team win. The phalanx or tortoise 
of ancient warfare would make a~ poor 
showing now against a machine gun with 
a trained-man behind it. In like manner 
there seems’ no good renson for so exalt- 
ing the physical man of classic times and 
praising his Achievements as to overlook 
the possibilities of the present with its 
army of athletes, many of them closely 
approadhing the measure of the perfect 
man as adjudged by Instruments of a 
delicacy of record absolutely unknown to 
early ages.

The new duchese presents im this, as in 
other respects, a striking contrast to the late 
duchess, the second wife of the duke, who 
has just been gathered to his fathers. lUn- 
like the other members of her family, the 
late duchess never enjoyed mucn favor at 
court. She was too fussy, too active, too 
much interested in temperance and all sorts 
of other movements, added to which she has 
a perfect craze for seeing herseif in print. 
She was forever writing on every conceiv- 
able subject, and for a time was an object 
of particular horror to the London domestic 
servants, owing to her having started a cru- 
sade against allowing them .to drink either 
beer or spirits, on the ground that it ruined 
their character. 

She uged to contribute a good deal to the 
press, especially to what are termed “ so0- 
clety papers,”’ which the late queen did no! 
like at all, and at one moment was involved 
in a most undignified squabble with the now 
widowed Frances, Lady Miles, the friend of 
her brother-in-law, the sixth duke of Rut- 
land, about the Rutland jewels and piate, 
which that nobleman had permitted Lady 
Miles to use during his lifetime, and which 
she refused to surrender at his death. 

The publicity given to this squabble was 
all the more annoying to the royal family 
since the sixth duke had been in his earlier 
days deeply attached to Princess Mary of 
Cambridge, and she to him. Indeed, ‘they 
were engaged to one another, and a mar- 
riage would undoubtedly have taken place 
had not Queen Victorja absolutely refused 
to give that sovereign consent to the match 
which was necegsary,to render the union 
valid in the eye of the law. Princess Mary 
later on married the Wurtemrberg duke of 
Teck, and became the mother of the present 
princess of Wales. But the duke never mar- 
ried, yet seemed towards the close of his 
life to find a certain amount of consolation 
in his infatuation for Lady Miles, which, 
though familiar to society, was first made 
knowm to the general public by the princely 
bequests to her in his will, and by her 
equabble with the late duchess of Rutlend, 
on the subject of the Rutland family plate 
and jewels.

Every family of ancient lineage has some 
custom which is faithfully observed by each 
succeeding generation, though. its origin may 
be lost in obscurity. Thus at Belvoir castle, 
the principal country seat and ancestral 
home of the dukes of Rutland, watchmen pace 
the battlements throughout the night, armed 
with halberds, and arrayed in Blizabethan 
costume, calling aloud the time whenever 
the clock strikes the hour, and likewise pro- 
Claiming the condition of the weather, ae 
they and their predecessors have been doing 
for hundreds of years before them. At ah- 
other of the castles of the duke the walls 
are adorned with thousands of horse shoes. 
owing to the rule which has been in exist- 
ence for centuries, that every tifled person- 
age crossing the threshold for the fret time 
should present a horse shoe by way of tribute. 
the collection comprises horse shoes given 
by Queen Elizabeth and Queen Victoria. 

Belvoir castle crowns the steep spur of a 
peninsula like eminence on the edge of 
Leicestershire, commanding a far more ex- 
tensive and grander view than can be ob- 
tained from the battlements .of Windsor 
castle. It has beem the home of the earls and 
dukes of Rutland since the reign of King 
Henry VIII., who created the Sir Thomas 
Manners of his day earl of Rutland. But 
the association of the Manners family with 
Belvoir dated even earlier than that epoch. 
The oldest portion of the castie belonged to 
the reign of King Henry I., grandson of 
William the conqueror. In 1247 it passed by 
marriage to the lords de Ros, and on the 
death of EKdmound. lord de Ros, in 1508. it 
came into the poeseasion of his sister and 
heiress, Dleanor, married to Sir Roberf de 
Manners, It was his grandson who was cre- 
ated earl of Rutland by King Henry VIITTI.. 
and it was Queen Anne who advanced the 
Baril Rutland of her day to a dukedom.

This first duke founded the Belvoir hunt. 
the oldest in the united kingdom, which is 
still in existence to this day, 
pack being the direct descendants of the 
hounds of the reign of Queem Anne. Prob- 
ably their ancestry goee sti]l farther back, 
for both Queen Elizabeth and her successor, 
King James I., are on recordas having haunt- 
ed at Belvoir as the gueste of the earls of 
Rutland of their day. 

The siege of Belvoir castle was one of the 
principal episodes in the struggle between 
Charles I. and Oliver Cromwell. and the 
giant oaks of the park must have already 
reached maturity when King James I. wit- 
nessed beneath their shade the performance 
of Ben Jonson’s masque of “The Meta- 
morphosed Gypsies.’’

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THE PALLS OF IGUAZU. 

[From the National Geographical Magazine.] 

In the heart of South America, at the meet- 
ing place of three republics, Brazil, Argen- 
tina, and Paraguay, nature has chqsen the 
site foria masterpiece of scenic grandeur to 
be compared only to the mighty Niagara 
In majesty, and pronounced by some of the 
few travelers who have seen it to be even 
greater than its North American counter- 
part. The Falls of Iguazu occur at the 
junction of Iguazu river with the upper 
Parana, in a territory famous as the original 
locality of the Jesuit missions, established 
in the sixteenth century, the ruins of which 
may still be seen by those who visit the 
falls. 

About twelve miles above the falls the 
river Iguazu makes a sharp bend, almost at 
right angles, giving them greater extent and 
more varied character than those of Niagara, 
which to-some degree they resemble. Asthe 
river makes the sharp bend already men- 
tioned the main volume of water rushes 
around the inner bank and is discharged into 
a long, narrow gorge, at one point making a 
clear plunge of 210 feet. Not all the volume 
of the river ts received at this place, how- 
ever, the rest of the water running out past 
it Into the wide elbow formed by the bend, 
and circling along the further shore among 
many rocks and islands before reaching the 
edge of the cliff, over which the descent is 
made In two great leaps of a hundred feet 
in a vast semicircle of 3,000 feet. The 
total length of Iguazu falls, if measured at 
the upper edge of the chHff, through their 
broken contour, including intersecting islets, 
is twice as great at that of Niagara, including 
the intersection of Goat island. 

The double fall of Iguazu is the most strik- 
ing feature of the cataract, the rocky shelf 
or platform that divides the leap being in 
some places 4anore than fifty yards wide and 
in others onky a few feet. 

The scenery surrounding Iguazu falls is 
In peculiar harmony with the solemn gran- 
deur of the cataract and its varied character. 
The roar of the waterfall is more impressive 
for the solitude of the spot and the eternal 
silence that reigns in the dense forests that 
mark its border, into which the white man 
has scarcely penetrated. 
before the falls are reached the river is a 
mass of huge, frowning bowlders and whirl; 
pools, and the first view of the great cata- 
ract is often a disappointment, from the fact 
that {t must be seen from many different 
points to be appreciated in all its beauty. 
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BALLISTIC PROPERTIES OF EXPLOSIVES. 
[From Cassin’s Magazine.] 

The ballistic properties of an explosive de- 
pend upon the rate of burning and upon the 
weight of charge, the relative bulk of the 
charge, and capacity of the chamber of the 
gun. If, with the same weight of charge, the 
rate of burning should be increased. S gun 
would be exposed to greater. stre the 
pressure gases would lose more heat to the 
gun, and the muzzle velocity of the shot 
would be changed. The points 'sought by. 
artilierists are that the charge should be 
completely burned, that the initial pressure 
shall not be excessive, and that the pres- 
sure shall be well maintained. Thechamber 
capacity, other things being equal, deter- 
mines the pres#ure generated, 

The muzzle velocity of the shot depends 
upon the pressure exerted on ‘the base of 
the shot, and the length of time during which 
that pressure is maintained. Thus, let Us 
suppose a shot to weigh one-third of a ton, 
and that. the pressure on its base is 1,500 
tohs, then the acceleration effect would be 
1500 + 1-8 <= 4,500 times that of gravity. The 
shot would gain, roughly, a velocity of 144, - 
000 feet, or 32 x 4,500 per second. during one 
second of t application of the force named, 
and it wou, therefore, travel 72,000 feet in 
the time of one second. Now, the distance 
traveled being as the square of the time. a 
gum thirty feet long would be traversed in 
the xth part of one second, or ] == 72,000 t8, 
whence the timé is found to be about 0.02 — 
1-50 of a second, where | is the length of the 
Run traverse. 

Since acceleration varies with the time 
duration of application of the moving force, 
the acceleration in 0.02 gecond would he 
144,000 x 0.02, == 2880 feet per second, and 
this would be the muzzle velocity in a thirty- 
foot gun under the stated conditions with 
the pressure acting steadily throughout the 
full length of the barrel.

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GIVE WOMEN A FAIR CHANCE. 

Chicago. Aug. 8.—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—It has occurred to the writer that some of 
the women who talk cheerfully about being 
represented by men in affairs of government 
might be interested to know that when it 
comes to the matter of securing government 
positions women are still represented in the 
same manner—an arrangement the advan-~ 
tage of which is not immediately apparent 
to some of us. For example, after having 
passed an extremely long and rigorous civil 
service examination last fall and ranking 
third om the list of women in the state, the 
writer felt a reasonable expectation of getting 
a fair appointment; but on writing the de 
partment recently, found to her great dis- 
gust, that only three women had been ap- 
pointed during the year (at less than theaver, 
age salary, at that), while eighteen men had 
secured appointments, the average of the 
last ~<s appointee being only 74.75 per cent, 
or but 4.75 per cent above the lowest possible 
passing mark. 

While making all allowance for the im- 
mense physical strength necessary to operate 
e typewriter, and conceding—all of us who 
have had any college experience will gran¢ 
the point without argument—and that the 
masculine mind alone possesses the breadth

We have our poor, and an increasing part 
of the energy of society is being directed 


yet we are not so poor but what there is so 
much room beneath the lowest strata that 
Chinese workmen will cross an ocefin to 
occupy it. We have our drunkards, but we 
aiso have our temperance societies and laws 
permitting each community to regulate or 
prohibit the sale of liquor. We have our 
incompetents, our aged and our sick, and 
while they do not ride us “ like a nightmare,” 
they so appeal to our sympathies that our 
land is dotted with hospitals, homes, and re- 
reats where these receive care and atten- 
tion. Is it possible that you have never vis- 
ited these institutions, some of them sup- 
ported by the state, some of them by rélig- 
lous societies, and others by private philan- 
thropy? Or, having seen them, did they 
make no impression upon you? Have you 
never visited the asylums for the insane, to 
be found in every state and in all the west- 
ern countries, the schools for the blind, the 
schools for the deaf, and the homes for tha 
riendless? Have you never compared our 
prisons with you own and noted our more 
humane methods of treatment and the great- 
er efforts for the reform of the criminal? 
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And can you find no word of praise for the 
colleges, public and private, to be found 
| throughout the western world? You have 
charged our Gountry with leading the wor'd 
im the mad pursuit of material wealth, but 
I will be pardoned if I remind you that you 
apparently fail to appreciate the educational! 
advantages which are open to al! of our peo- 
ple. There is no child so poor that it may 
not enter school, supported by public taxa- 
tion, and continue its studies until it ‘has 
completed a course that includes not only 
the rudiments of instructions but the sci- 
ences, the languages, and technical know!- 
edge. To these have been added industfal 
schools, where the mechanic arts are taught 
and agricultural colleges which present the 
results of experiments in agriculture, hor- 
ticulture, and stock raising. 

In China, for many centuries past, there has been 
@ class of men set apart from the first to the pur- 
wuit of liberal arts, and destined to the functions 
of government. These men form no close hered- 
itary cast; it is open to any one to join them who 
possesses the requisite talent and inclination: and 
in this respect our society has long been the mos' 
democratic in the world. By virtue of this insti- 
tution, we have inculcated and we maintain among 
our people of all classes a respect for the things 
of the mind and of the spirit, to which it would be 
bard to find a paraliel in Europe, and of which, in 
particular, there is no trace in England. 

You follow Confucius and Menctus in as- 
suming that society should be permanently 
divided into two parts, one part to be beasts 
of burden, the other part to be “relieved from 
the servitude to matter and free to devote 
themselves to higher ends.”. An intellectual 
aristocracy to which but few can possibly 
attain, with the rest condemned to igno- 
rance, Is not worthy to be praised, even 
though the road to it leads through a private 
school and is open t®# such as can afford it. 
It isa false democracy that would substitute 
an official monopoly of learning for a sys- 
tem that instructs the ruled as well as the 
rulers. The wide and almost impassable gulf 
between the educated and uneducated in 
China accounts largely for the centuries of 
misrule from which the people have suffered. 
If it had been intended that only a few should 
enjoy leisure for the contemplation of 
“ higher ends,’’ and that the rest should be 
“absorbed in mechanical labors,”’ surely 
some physical mark would enable us to dis- 
tinguish the two classes; as it is, any arbi- 
trary attempt to so divide the people of any 
country is sure to leave millions with long- 
ings unsatisfied and to elevate thousands 
who are underserving. And nowhere has 
this system of selection failed more signal- 
ly than in China, where but a small percent- 
age of thoSe who aspire to official position 
can possibly reach it, and where men have 
spent their lives in examinations, lured on by 
the hope of finally escaping from the despised 
classes, conscious always that the stereo- 
typed course which they have pursued does 
not fit them for anything else.- 
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Even the daily newspaper comes under the 
ban and you see in it only a “* stream of so!- 
emn fatuity, anecdotes, puzzles, puns, and 
police court scandal,"’. and this you are 
pleased to describe as our literature. Grant- 
ed, that our newspapers are not perfect: 
how can we expect them to be perfect so 
long as they are published by imperfect hu- 
man beings? But there are different kinds 
of newspapers, and you have been unfortu- 
nate in the selection of your reading matter 
if you have found only pufs, puzgzies, and 
police c@urt scandals. There is not a capital 
in Europe nor a state in America in which 
you wili not fined daily and weekly papers, 
mot to speak of magazines, which are far 
above the particular sheets which you de- 
scribe, 

But why say our literature is the daily 


press? You cannot be ignorant of the vol- 
ume of books constantly flowing from the 
presses of Europe and America. These 
works cover every conceivable subject—his- 
tory, science, religion, ethics, economics, 
poetry, travels, essays, fiction, etc. What 


have you in China to match them in quantity 
or quality? You say that we have “ dis- 
solved all human and personal ties” and 
“ endeavor, in vain, ta replace them by the 
impersonal activity of the state."” While it 
is true that the sphere of state.activity is 
much larger in the western than in the east- 
ern world, it is not true that human or per- 
sonal ties have been’ dissolved; gn the con- 
trary, humanity is nowhere more potential 
or humane sentiments’ :more controlling. 
Without loosening the family ties, we have 
strengthened the ties of brotherhood indefi- 
nitely beyond anything known in China. 

You are an exponent of the doctrine of na- 
tional isolation, and you state your position 
with a frankness that leaves no ground for 
misunderstanding. You say: 

“Left to ourselves we should never have 
sought intercourse with the west. We have 
no motive to do go, for we desire neither to 
proselytize nor to trade.”’ 

I will go as fer as you can in the condem- 
nation of wars waged for trade, but I cannot 
agree with you that either national necessity 
or national welfare requires non-intercourse 
between nations. There is inexpressible ego- 
tiem in the declaration that your nation or 
any other nation is so complete in its pos- 
sessions and so perfect in its ideals and de- 
velopment as to need nothing from without. 
Neither ig it a sound doctrine that a society, 
“to be politically stable, must be economic- 
ally independent,” or that an extensive for- 
eign trade is necessarily a source of social 
demoralization. No one nation produces 
everything that it can profitably use, and if 
a nation were large enough to do so, there 
would be an economic waste in attempting 
to compel commerce between extreme sec- 
tions that might more advantageously be 
earried on with neighboring nations. The 
highest \type of man is not the most inde- 
péndent man; he is the most dependent man, 
for his tnterests are inextricably interwoven

This is your ingenious attack upon labor 
saving machinery: 


The truth is that a study of your history dur- 
ing the last century and a closer acquaintance 
with the structure of your society has consider- 
e@bly modified my origina! point of view. I have 
learned that the most brilliant discoveries, the 
| most fruitful application of inventive genius, do 
not of themselves suffice for the well being of 
society; and that an intelligence whichis con- 
centrated exclusively on the production of labor 
saving machines may easily work more harm 
by the dislocation of industry than it can ac- 
complish good by the increase of wealth. And 
it is from that point of view that I look with 
some dismay upon the prospect of the introduction 
of western methods into China. 


Does thé labor saving machine contribute 
toward the physical, mental, and moral im- 
provement of the race? I will not deny that 
the machine, like all things else, may be 
turmed to evil account, nor will I affirm that 
it can be introduced without accompanying 
temptations to new forms of evil. But Ido 
assert that the good brought far outweighs 
the ‘harm done and that our efforts should 
be directed to the lessening of the latter 
rather than to the abolition of labor saving 
processes. 

If the invention of a labor saving machine 
is hurtful then China has not only Sinned 
but has boasted of her sins, for she has 
plumed herself upon having been in advance 
of the west in several important inventions, 
ehief among which may be mentioned the 
printing press. What an anmy of men might 
have been employed copying the books pwb- 
lished «ach year and the magazines pub- 
lished each month ard the newspapers pub- 
lished eachtt day but for the invention of 
movable type! What a multitude of men 
might have been employed on sailing ships 
but for the ocean steamers, and how many 
more in carting and hauling an lard but for 
the raiiway trains—only there would have 
been no such commerce foreign or domestic 
as we have row. But why should the owner 
of a sail boat object to the vessel propelled 
by steam? The sail itself is a labor saving 
machine, probably one of the first. 

You have pointed out with gregt force the 
ehief defect im our industrial system. The 
fault| does not Hen the “ brilliant disco@er- 
fes"’ or in the “fruitful application of In- 
ventive genius,”"’ but in the failure to secure 
for all of society the accruing benefits. We 
have permitted the heritage of the whole 
family te’ be monopolized by comparatively 
few; we have allowed capita! to absorb more 
than its share of the products of human toil. 
This is the crying evil of the western world, 
and I am not surprised that a stranger 
should be deeply impressed by it. But the 
remedy is not to be found In the contraction 
of the volume of production, but In the estab- 
lishment of equity in the distribution of re- 
ward. Even under the present conditions 
the lot of the average man in America is far 
better tham that of the average man in 
China. and I venture to say that by any 
standard—physical, material, intellectual, 
zsthetic, moral, or epiritual—the average 
American is far superior to the average 
Chinaman. Weregard the work ofsociety as 
am ever, continuing one and always unfin- 
ished. While each generation is, fm cuty 
bound to advance it as far as possibie, it 
does not hope to completeit. As production 
must come before distribution and as expe- 


free to act, to find a remedy for every evil. 
We walk by faith and that faith is justified 
by history and by the pregent. 


So to enlarge the wealth produced by man 
as

as to give each member of society a reward 
commensurate with his contribution to the 
welfare of society. To do this it may be 
necessary ‘for us to go further than we have 
yet gone in compelling society as a whole to 
share the temporary burden imposed wpon 
particular classes or industrig@® by new iIn- 
vention A perfect realization cf these two 
objects has not vet been reached; to realize

the welfare of their fellows at heart. 

You complain that the spirm has been fost 
in an unseemly scramble for wealth. In 
this T am constrained to belleve you griev- 
ously err. I would deny it if asserted of any 
of the European nations, but I must earnest- 
ly dispute it in regard to my own country. 


At no time during a century have moral 
forces been more potent than they are in 
America today: at no time has the con- 


ecience been more sensitive; at no time has 
a larger percentage of the people been en- 
gaged in altruistic work. We have, it Ifs 
true, gross illustration of.unbounded avarice 
and inhuman greed, and we have still more 
numerous illustrations of complete absorp- 
tion in money making. At the other ex- 
treme we have the destitute and the desper- 
ate. some the’ victims of unjust legislation 
or unfair conditions, some the victims of 
their own appetites and lusts. But between 
these classes there ts a large middle class— 
God fearing and God worshiping; a class 
composed of both men and women in whom 
the spiritual element predominates and who, 
though often discouraged by failure and 
often putting forth misdirected effort, yearn 
to be of real service to mankind. 

In that refinement which its a matter of 
manners rather than of heart; in that esthet- 
icism which prefers the form to the sub- 
stance: im that learning which breeds vanity 
instead of breadth of vision—in these we 
may be Inferior. to those who have slum- 
bered in the cold embrace of eastern civil- 
gation. but In all that tends to enlarge life, 
infuse into It a threbbing earnestness and 
direct it In noble paths. J] dare to belleve 
America “foremost not only among the na- 
tions of today but among the nations past 


as well. :

Menpes painted portraits and made 
sketches of Sir Henry, and he writes of hint 
in the studio. The result of these studio 
visits is twelve portraits, some of them good, 
somé of them rather characterless; but those 
that are good are as good as any portraits 
of the famous actor that Iknow. Mr. Menpes 
tells us that the first time he had the privi- 
lege of sketching Sir Henry Irving was just 
before one of his visits to America, when he 
gave him several sittings. His immediate 
impression as Sir Henry entered the studio 
was of “a lithe, graceful figure, in a rough 
pepper dnd salt tweed dress, loosely fitting, 
quite two sizes too large, yet falling in noble 
folds about the slim body. Sir Henry seemed 
by the greatness of his individuality to walk 
his wery clothing into character. One felt, 
immediately one saw him, the generous soul 
of the man.” 


Tife morning of the first ‘sitting was one 
of the most interesting Mr. Menpes had ever 
spent. He and Sir Henry sat in the studio 
for hours before the work began, the great 
actor telling story after story, each one 
more humorous than thelast. The timesped 
and the light began to fade without the ar- 
tist noticing, so magnetic was Sir Henry. 
He talked in: “a deep, even voice, slowly, 
deliberately, enuncilating each word well, 
though sometimes mumblirg in a dreaniy 
manner, and even repeating sentences. Then 
suddenly he would change his position, re- 
cross his legs, as if pulling himself together, 
and say a few words in a crisp, clear way 
that almost made one jump.” 

Irving’s knowledge of human nature was 
vast, and his mimicry of different tones of 
voiee “ exquisitely amusing.” No matter 
how good the story, he would talk aside 
throughout the narrative in that same slow, 
even way. Sometimes he became so en- 
thusiastic that he walked about the room 
illustrating attitudes and other tricks of 
manner. ‘ 

All the stories were humorous. His de- 
scriptions of friends and colleagues were 
fascinating. He would “ make one wave of 
his hand in an eccentric line, and you saw 
the figure of the man in questipn.”’ 
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A week or two before this sitting Menpes 
had been painting M. Coquelin, whose name 
came up in the course of the conversation. 
Irving raised his eyebrows, then lowered 
them again, looked at the artist keenly fora 
moment, and said, circling his fingers round 
his head: “‘ Decorative, my boy; you find the 
face decorative? Fine comedian, fine come- 
dian: but we all have our limitations, my 
boy; Mmitations.” Irving then told Menpes 
that M. Coquelin had spoken to him of an in- 
tention to create the part of Hamiet. Smil- 
ing whimsically, he added: “ His face, my 
boy; his face. Coquelin creating the part of 
Hamlet! Quaint, quaint, my boy; quaint.”’ 

During one of the sittings Sir nry told 

of a Chinese theater in San Frangsco, and 
of his interview with a leading actor-mana- 
ger. He had never enjoyed anything more. 
It was all quaint and primitive; but the 
acting he thought amazingly good—in some 
parts exceedingly funny. What struck him 
most was the audience, which was composed 
exclusively of men, all with rigid faces; 
they never smiled. There they sat, “flun-- 
dreds of .them, black looking scoundrels, 
wooden faced, biank, silent. If they showed 
any expression at all, it was disapproval of 
the whole performance.” 
The visitors were shown the eating house, 
and there made acquaintance with a China- 
man who spoke pidgin English. “ Why,” Bir ; 
Henry asked him, “do you have this joss- 
| house in the theater?’””’ The man explained 
that it would be quite impossible for an actor 
to have his meals at another house. He 
would have things thrown at his head in 
the street, and probably be killed. The Chi- 
namen said that the actor “ no could go for 
walleee because him velly bad man; all the 
| people say him velly bad man.”’ “ But, sure- 
| ly,” urged Sir Henry, “ you yourselves like 
actors?” ‘No, no,” was the answer; “ ac- 
tor vagabond; we no likee; actors velly bad 
people; no actor a good man—quité impos- 
sible.”’ After this Irving said he was careful 
to conceal from the Chinamen the disgrace- 
' ful fact that he himself was an actor. 
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Mr. Menpes has been fortunate enough to 
get some impressions from Miss Terry. It 
was apropos of FitzGerald’s life of Irving: 
“This man,’ said Miss Terry, striking a 
| book that lay on her lap, “‘ boasts of having 
| known Henry intimately for over twenty 
| years; and yet he can write like this! O, 
| shame’’’ She read to Mr. Menpes pagsages 
from what she considered the most false and 
foolish portions. Tears were in her eyes and 
her voice shook with anger, as the author 
stated that. Irving had posed as being a fine 
French scholar. “ Iryving,’’ she exclaimed, 
‘““was a man who never pretended! He was 
utterly simple. He did not understand 
French ard never pretended to. If it was 
necessary in one of his plays to say a few 
French words he took infinite pains to learn 
them. and said them beautifully; but to pose 
as being a French scholar, when he was not, 
was impossible to Irving's nature.” 

Mr. Menpes was curious to know which of 
Irving's different impersonations had created 
the greatest impression on Miss Terry, and 
he asked her what she considered to be his 
biggest success. She answered without hes- 
itation: ‘“‘ His rehearsal of ‘The Merchant 
of Venice’ and his reading of ‘Hamlet’ at 
the Birkbeck institution. I came to the re- 
hearsal with ideas, with my own conception 
of the part as it ought to be played; but the 
moment Irving began 1 was hypnotized. I 
couldn’t budge. I was enthralled. His con- 
ception of the part and the way in which he 
unfolded the plot were so extraordinary that 
all those who had the privilege of hearing 
the rehearsal and the reading must agree 
that never before or afterwards did Irving 
do such fine work. During the first rehearsal 
he read every one’s part, but skipped portions 
of the play, such as Ophelia’s mad scene; 
and the power that he put into each part 
was extraordinary. He threw himself so 
thoroughly into it that his skin contracted 
and his eyesshone. His lips grew whiter andt 
whiter. and his skin more and more drawn 
as the time went om, until he looked like a 
livid thing, but bealgtiful. 
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“ When he was about to produce a play Ir- 
ving did everything himself. Although he did 
not understand a note of music, he would, 
through intuition, feel what the music ought 
to be, and would pull it about and have al- 
terations made. He was nearly always right. 
Irving’s directions to the composer were 
sometimes amusing. He would hum a few 
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he ts able tn half an hour to locate and secure 
a lost cipher sheet upon which a fortune 
hinges; abie to read the heavens and fore- 
stall a would-be incendiary; he is a fine 
judge of’ jewels, and has a doctor's degree 
as a lightning change artist. His services 
are so valuable and so indispensable to money 
interests in New York that he is employed 
on contract by the year, as one employs other 
necessary assistants.

bars spasmodically, with action of the hands, 
in an expressive manner, and then say, with 
an air of finality, ‘ Now, goand dothat.’” 
Miss Terry described how the poor. com- 
poser would look at her with a vacant gaze— 
fot she always acted as go between—and say, 
“I will endeavor to carry out your instruc- 
tions.” ‘“‘ That’s all right; patch it together 
in the way I told you,”’ Irving would say, 
waving him aside. Somehow, in the end, he 
always helped the music. ‘Henry knew 
everything instinctively,”’ Miss Terry added, 
with a emile.

John Dury (1596-1680), 
land “ DUTIES OF A LIBRARIAN ” (" Des 
Devoirs et des Qualities de Bibliothecaire ’’), 
by Cotton des Houssayé (1727-1783). The 
editors are Mr. John Cotton Dana, sometime 
president of the American Librarian associa- 
tion, and preBent librarian of the free pub- 
lic Mbrary ef Newark, N. J.; and Me. Henry 
W. Kent, librarian of the Grolier club, New 
York City. 

Dury’s ‘ Library Keeper” is prefaced by 
a biographical sketch by Shepard Granniss, 
showing him to be the grancson of that John 
Dury who, as monk of Dunfermline, was 
ordered to be shut up tilh death, the sentence 
being pronounced by his cousin, George Dury, 
abbot of Dunfermline, to whose hatred of 
new doctrines were due many of the religious 
persecutions of Scotland during the latter 
|} portion of the sixteenth century. The monk 
escaped, however, to become one of the most 
devoted supporters of John Knox. His son— 
the father of the Dury whose bibliographic 
letters are under discussion-—wase in his turn 
banished for services to the new church; his 
missionary seal carrying him on voluntary 
expeditions to the Shetland Islands and the 
Orkneys. Twice was he forbidden his city, 
Edinborough, once imprisoned in Edinbor- 
ough castle, and he eventually took refuge 
in Leyden, Holland,.with the community of 
his fellow religionists. His son, the writer 
of “ The Reformed Library Keeper,” hada 
nature less militant than his forbears. He 
was a man of extensive travels for his day, 
a clergyman and writer, and, consistently, 
‘the friend of libraries. He was the victimof 
much persecution because of’ his faith, and 
his enthusiastic labor for libraries was the 
gie unimpassioned occupation as well as the 
genuine diversion of his Hfe. ‘ 

As for the letters themselves, they are, 
all antiquarian interest aside, quite worth 
the reading. They show that John Dury 
understood lIfbrary system, that he hada 
distinct notion of the librarian as modern 
judgment holds he should be, and to this he 
added the conviction that the ilbrarian was 
a man who could not escape from high re- 
sponsibilities to the public. 


The tract by Des Houssayé is a much more 

polished performance, however... Written 
originally in Latin, it wae delivered in that 
language before a group of learned doctors 
gathered at thé Sorbonne in Paris, 1780. It 
was translated into French by the learned 
bibliophile, Pierre Alexander Gratet Duples- 
sis, printed by Jacques Joseph Teohener in 
the Bulletim au Bibliophile; later excellently 
edited. and typed, passed through many in- 
teresting and complimentary bibliographic 
vicissitudes and now, after appreciation in 
Paris an@ London, reaches this choice Amer- 
ican presentation. . 
Librarians might read this elegant pam- 
phlet of Des Houssayé’s as they would sorip- 
ture, to augment their ideality and complete 
their humility. 
A librarian, he holds, “should be no 
stranger to any department of learning.” 
* Sacred and profane literature, the fine arts, 
the exact sciences, all should be familiar to 
him.’’ Neither heat, cold, fatigue, nor pergou- 
al indolence should permit him, at any time, 
to be indifferent to the desire of any visitor, 
however humble, to acquire knowledge or 
to inspect the treasures of the shelves. “The 
custodian of a library deposit should espec- 
flally guard hf! eeclf against that unfortunate 
disposition which would .render him, like 
the dragon ip the fable, jealous of the treas- 
ures intrusted to his keeping, and lead him 
to conceal from the inspection of the public 
riches which ‘had been brought together 
solely with the view of being placed at its 
disposition.”” ‘“‘He will not admit indiscrimi- 
nately every book into his collection, but 
will select only such as are of genuine merit 
and of well approved utility; and his ac- 
quisitionse, guided by the principles of an 
enlightened economy, will be rendered still 
more valuable by the substantial merits of 
an able classification.” “The greatest 
scholars’’ were none too good for the service 
of the public in satisfying their quest for 
books—a cardinal none too high to serve 
the humblest seeker for knowledge. And he 
who seeks books becomes by that seeking in 
himself honorable.

Twelve Starters Expected. 

Unless the lake is rough the prospect is 
twelve sure starters. Each man will be fol- 
lowed by a relief boat containing a watcher, 
to give aid to those who find the long swim 
too much for them and to see that there is no 
reaching the shore by illegitimate means. 

There are swimmers of every type and 
build entered—old men and school boys; big 
men with fat fiesh to withstand the oil suc- 
tion of the water, and lanky. youths. Fri- 
zelle, a 14 year old youngster; Christianson, 
an experienced distance man; Handy, the 
speed expert, and Laudenslager, from the 
Wilson avenue beach, are considered possi- 
bilities, but there are others, including Col- 
ford, whose father was an ‘Italian cham- 
pion, and Swatek, the underwater swimmer, 
who are backed by many to finish first in the 
long swim. 


Grease to Keep Off Chills. 

Others in the race have entered merely to 
find out just how far they can swim, and the 
event is expected to be a big boom fer the 
kind of swimming that saveslives. Each one 
of the swimmers will be well greased to pre- 
vent chills. 

Swimming interest, after the question of 
winner is laid aside, centers upon the at- 
tempt of H. J. Handy to maintain the crawl 
stroke from the start of the race to the fin- 
ish, an unheard of feat. The greatest dis- 
tance the stroke has ever been ntaintained 
in this country is the mile by Handy. In 
Australia the record is a half mile. Both 
Handy and his trainer are in doubt on the 
proposition, which makes it an even money 
matter, so far as the betting is concerned.

IN TEN ROUNDS 


Gets. a Decision Over Benny 
Yanger on Points in In- 
dianapolis Fight. 


DOES THE BETTER WORK. 


Outpoints His Veteran Opponent 
Throughout—Gans and Nel- 


son Agree,

Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 10.—[Special.J— 
After ten rounde of hard, rate fighting 
“Ki@" Herman was a4 a decision 
over Benny Yanger here tonight. Both boys 
handed out the best they had in shop. Her- 
man was too strong and rugged, and while 
he did not force the fighting throughout, he 
always was on top of the Italian, handing 
out hard wallops. 

Herman seemed to have no difficulty fn 
rushing at Yanger's face with rights and 
lefts, and jolted Benny repeatedly, but failed 


to put him off his feet. He ioe remark-. 


able cleverness in blocki t to 
the body, and slipped under ayy oot. left 
hooks’ and right swings and hooks for the 
jaw. He easily outfought and outslugged 
Benny in the clinches. Hie forte was to let 
Yanger hold with both hands, and then, with 
arms free, he would pump all sorts of blows 
into the Dtalian’s body and kidneys. He 
never lost an opportunity to sneak in with a 
left or right to the head as the opportunities 
presented themselves. 

At no time during the fight did Herman 
appear distressed. In fact, he took all Benny 
could hand out to him and bored in for more. 


Herman Always Master. 

Herman's work In repeated rallies which 
showed up was exceptionally good. He 
worked fast with both hands, although Yan- 
ger slipped under a great many hard wal- 
lops, but still Herman landed enough of them 
to demonstrate he was Yanger’s master. His 
defense, while it appeared easy to solve, was 
a puzzle to Benny, and this despite the fact 
the Italian found lodgment for some hard 
smashes. 

Benny, on the other hand, was far from the 
Benny of several years ago. His every move 
was slow as compared with other days, 
and as to oldtime aggressiveness and 
rapid hitting when in close quarters—well, 
he didn’t have it. There was a time not so 
long ago he would tear into an opponent from 
the first tap of the bell and throw itn a fusil- 
lade of body wallops that would make an op- 
ponent wish he was among the spectators. 

All this was missing tonight, and not only 
that, but his judgment of distance at times 
was poor and his blows as a rule lacked force. 
Fighting at elose quarters and in clinches 
once .was his long suit. Tonight he was siow 
of foot, slow of hands and hung on hard 
in the clinches. At times, though few-and 
far between, he would show some of his old- 
time form, especially in the final rounds, 
but it was only a flash in the pan. 


Game Fight by Yanger. 

Wanger put up a hardy game, and deter- 
mined fight, but the “ Kid” was much too 
strong for him and won a well earned 
decision, The only time it looked good for 
Yanger was the first crack out of the box, 
when he rushed Herman to the ropes as soon 
as he hit the center of the ring, and slammed 
him into his (Herman’s) corner with a left 
te the breast. Herman ducked out of danger 
and repaid Benny's sudden and unexpected 
slam with a left.to the body and right to 
the head. This brought them to a clinch, in 
which the “‘ Kid” gave the spectators an 
idea of his plans of battle by pumping blows 
into Benny's body and kidneys, with attempt- 
ed left and right uppercuts to the face. 

Confident he was Yanger’s master, Herman 
went at his work in a manner that left no 
doubt as to the result. A hard left upper cut 
to the chin dazed Benny, and after the con- 
test he said his head was not right there- 
after. Tke end of the round, barring un- 
foreseen happenings, such as a lucky punch 
to the faw, hard enough to make him take 
the count, demonstrated the “‘ Kid’ was the 
better fixhter. 


“Kid” Roughs It. 

Yanger started the second round with a 
left to the body, but he was the receiver in 
the exchanges which followed after the 
breakaway. Benny again scored with a left 
to the body, which railed the “ Kid,” and he 
tore into Yanger as if to win before the end 
of the -session. He roughed Yanger to the 
ropes and slammed all sorts of punches to 
the body. When Benny held to avoid them 
Herman drove hard blows into the stomach. 

rom the third to the sixth round it wasall 
Herman, and this despite the fact Yanger 
showed flashes of his old speed by getting 
the,better of some’ of the rallies. 

The seventh, eighth, and ninth rounds were 
slightly in favor of Yanger. In these ses- 
sions he found Herman’s body and face with 
hard lefts and rights, besides having the 
better of the exchanges. His work aroused 
his friends to enthusiasm and they thought 
he would win with a knockout or fight him- 
self into a qe" However, Herman came 
again in the™final round, which was flercely 
contested. with the “‘ Kid” showing to bet- 
ter advantage.
